CHAP. I. 

Painters and other Art\fis in the Bjt'tgn of 
James I. 

IT was well for the arts that King James 
had no difpofit'ion to them : He let them 
take their own courfe. Had he felt any 
incrinacion for them, he would probably 
have introduced as bad a tafte as he did 
into literature. A Prince who thought 
puns and quibbles the perfcition of elo- 
quence, would have been charmed with the 
monkies of Hemflcirk and the drunken 
boors of Oftade. James loved his eafe and 
his pleafures, and hated novelties. He gave 
himfeif up to hunting, and hunted in the 
moft cumbrous and inconvenient of all 
<lreires, a ruff and trowfcr breeches. The 
nobility kept up the magnificence they 
found eftabliflied by Queen Elizabeth, in 
which predominated a want of tafte, rather 
than a bad one. In more ancient times the 
manfions of the great lords, were, as I have 
mentioned before, built for defence and 
Vol. II.

ftMBBCh raiber tlun coortinieaee^ The trails 
tiuck> the vindows pierced wherever it wai 
moft neceflary for diem to look abroad, in- 
ftead of being contrived for fymmetry or to 
tUuminate the chambers. To that ftyle fuc- 
ceeded tbc richnefs and delicacy of the Go- 
thic. As this dedined, before the Grecian 
tafte was eftablHhed, Ipace . and vaftneis . 
feem to have made their whole ideas of 
grandeur." The palaces erefted in the reign 
of Elizabeth by the memorable * Countels 
of Shrewibury, Elizabeth of Hardwicke, are 
exaflly' in this ftyfc. The apartments are 
loft)' and enormotis> and they knew not how 
to furnifh them. Pi^res, had they had 
good OMA, wotdd be )xA in chambers of 
foch height : Tj^jcftfy, their chief move- 
abky was not commonly perfect enough 
to be real magnificeiitce. fretted ciclings, 
gracefull mouldings (rf" windows, and pMnt-

age» were fdkn iri«x dlTuli!. Intaiclife fights 
compofed vX bad glafa in diamood pan«5» 
c»ft an air of poverty ori their moft eoftly 
apartments. That at Hardwicke, ftill pre- 
ferved as it was furtiilhcd for the reception 
and emprifonnicnt of the Qgeen of Scots, is 
a curious pifture of diat age and ftyfc. No-: 
thing can exceed the ekpertce in the bed of 
fiate, in the hangings of the fame chamber, 
and of the coverings for the tables. The 
firft is cloth of gold, cloth of filler, velvets 
of different colours, lace, fringes and em- 
broidery. The hangings con(^ of figures, 
large as life, reprefenting the virtues and 
vices, embroidered on grounds rf white and 
black velvet. The clodis to caft over the 
tables are embroidered and embofled with 
gold on velvets and damafks. The only 
moveables of any tafte are the cabinets and 
tables themfelves, carved in oak. The chim* 
nies are wide enough for a hdl or kitchen,. 
and over the arras are freezes of many feet 
deep with milerable relievos in ftocco re- 
prefenting huntings. There and in all the 
g[reac manfions of that age is a gallery, re- 
markable only for its extent. That at Hard- 
wicke is of fuc^ yards.

; James built no "prface himfdf. Thoft 
eredtedby the Nobles in his rqgn a^e much 
like what I have be?n defcribing. Audley- 
inn, • one of th^ wonders^ of that age, 
deferved little notice but for . the prodi- 
^ous Ipace It covered. Towards the ead 
of that monarch's reign genius was called 
out and appeared. The magnificent temper 
or tafte of the Duke of Buckingham led him 
to colleft piftures, and pointed - out the, 
ftudy of them to Prince Charles. Rubens 
came over, Inigo Jones arofe, and architec- 
ture broke forth in all the luftre and purity 
of Rome and Athens — But .before I come 
to that period, I muft clear my way by fome 
account of the preceding arcifls. The fijfl: 

• Dttgdale, writing after the' days of Inigo Jones, 
fays, that this hon'fe was not to be eqaalled by any fa- 
bric in this realm, excepting Hampton -court. There 
are prints of Aaijley-iim in its grandeur by Winftanley, 
who lived aX Littlebury near it, where, within my me- 
mory, was his houfe, remarkable foe feveral mechanic 
tricks, known by the name of Wikstanlev's won- 
ders. His plates of Aodley-inn are extant, bitt the 
frintsare very fcaree. Biirt gf the edifice was ta^n 
down about forty'yeirs ago, and a greater part, with -' 
(he magnificent gallery, was demolilhed after the de- 
ccafa of the laft' Eirl of Suffolk bflhat line. ' ' '

PAUL VANSOMER, 

a native of Antwerp. The accounts, of 
him are extremely deficient, no author of \h% 
lives of painters mcntioniog . him but Car] 
Vermander, who only fays that Vanfomer 
was living .when he wrote, and then refided 
with his brother Bernard at Amfterdaai. 
Yet Vanfomer as a painter of portraits. was 
a very ablemifter. The pidure of the Lord 
Chamberlain William Earl of Pembroke, 
half length at St. James's, is an admirable 
portrait, and a whole length at Chatfworth 
of the firil Earl of Devonfliire in his robes', 
though afcribed to Mytens, I fliould think 
was painted By the fame hand.' Mytens was 
much colder in his colouring and ftifF in his 
drawing. * Both thefe portraits are bold

thd round, and the chiaro fcuro good. The 
Earl of DcTOnfhirc is .equal to the pencil of 
Vandyck, and one of the finefl: ftngle figures 
I have feen. In what year Vanfomer came 
to England we do not knov \ certainly as 
early as 1606, between which and 1620 be 
aid feveral jaidtures. I fliall mention but a 
few, that arc indubitably his, from whence 
by comparifon his manner may be known.

CORNELIUS JANSEN, 

generally, but inaccuratdy, called John- 
fon, was, according to Sandrarc, born in 
Ivondon of Flennifb parents { but Vertucy 
^d the ufUiOT of an "ESSiy towards ao £ng' 
lilh fcbool, fay it was at Aipllerdam> where 
the I^ter allcrts that he refided long, die 
former that he- came over young, which> 
ConGdering how late he lived, I Ihould be 
Inclined to believe, if Vertue did not at th? 
fanie time pronounce that his earlieft per- 
jbmiances are his beft : So good a ftyle qf 
colouring was hardly formed here. His 
pi6hires are c^i^ * diftinguifhed by their

cleamefs, heamefs and tmoothnels. ' They 
are generally painted on board, and except 
being a little ftiff, are often ftrongly mark- 
ed with a fair charadter' of nature, and re- 
markable for a lively tranquillity in the 
.countenances. His draperies are feldom 
but black. I have Wo portraits by him -of 
-fingular merit ; one of Mr. Leneve, m^er 
of the company of merchant-taylors j the 
other of Sir George, Villiers, father of the 
great Duke of Buckingham, lefs handfome, 
byt extremely like his fon. One of his 
hands refts on the head of ^ greyhound, as 
fine as the animals of Snyder. 

Janfen's firft works in England are dated 
about 1618. He dwelt in the Black-friars, 
and had much bufinefs. His pric^ for a 
head was five broad pieces. He painted 
too in fmall in oil, and often copied his 
own works in that manner.' In the family 
of Verney were the portraits of Sir Ro- 
bert Heath and his lady in both fizes. At 
Cafliiobury is a large piece, curiousj but fo 
inferior to Janfen's general manner, that if 
his name were not to it, I Ihou'd doubt it's 
being of his hand. It rcprefcnts Arthur 
Lord Capel, who was beheaded, his Lady 
and Children.

chief feat of the family. Between the. yean 
1630 and 1640 Janfen lived much in Kotf* 
"at "a , fmalL village "called Bridge near Bar- 
handown, and drew many portraits for 
gentlemen in the neighbouriiood, particu- 
Jarly of the families of Auger, Palmtr,.Hani- 
niond and Bowyer. One of his bdl works 
was the picture . of- a Lady Bojvycr;, of the 
fiunily of Auger, called for her exquifite 
beauty "The Star in the Eoft. At Sherburn 
Caflle in Dorfetfhire is a head of Elizabeth 
Wriothefley cldefl: daughter <rf" Henry- Earl 
pf Southampton, and wife of Willi^ Lord 
Spenfer, her head richly drefled, and a pic- 
ture in a blue enamelled cafe at her bitaft. 
This picture is well coloured, the' not equal 
to another at the fame feat, a half length of 
^er mother, Elizabeth, daughter pf.JdiB 
iVernon, wife of Earl Henry. Hcr clpatlw 
are magnificent, and the attire -of her hea4i 
fingular, a veil turned quite back. The face 
snd hands ^e coloured with incomparable 
Juftre, and equd to any thing this m^^ 
executed. There is alfo a half length in 
black fatten of John Digby, fitft lEarl of 
Briftol, young and remarkably handfome. It

Janfen's ftme declined • on die acriva] x^ 
VandjKk, aiid the civil war breakii^ out, 
Cornelius, at die importunity of his wi^ 
quitted Hngland. His pafs is recorded in 
die Jounuls of the Commons; 

Oa»ber lo, 1648. Otdered, that Cor-> 
nelius Johnfon, pifhire-drawer, fhall havt 
Mr. Speaker's wanant to pals beyond fea« 
vrith Emanuel Pa0e, George Hawkins j and 
to carry with him fuch pictures and colours, 
bedding, boufh^d ScaSt pewter^ and brafsf 
ss betongB unto himlelf. 

He retired Brit to Midclburg and then 
CO Amfterdam, where he condnued to punt 
aoddiedin 1665. f His wife's n»Tie was Eli- 
■liKdi Bedc, to whom he was manied in 
<622. They had a fon Cornelius, bred to 
Mb iather's proleSion, which be flowed iq 
H<dl3fld, where he died poor, being mined 
hf the extravagance of a fecond wi^. The

A fifter of Cornelius Janfen the dder wu 
fecond vife (^ f Nicafius Ru0cl or Rouflel 
of Bruges, jeweller to the Kings- James and 
Charles the firft. They had maay children. 
To CHie of the fons born in i6 1 9 Comciius 
Jfanfen was godfather, and the- widow of 
Ifaac Oliw, godmodwF. Theodore Ruf- 
fel, an elder fon was bom in 1614, and lived 
nine years with his uncle Cornelius Janfen, 
and aftwwM^ds with Vandyck, whofe pc- 
tures he copied very tofcrably on froaH pan*- 
nels J many of them arv in a private apart* 
ment at Windfor, at Warwick-c*ftle» and 
in the coUeftion of the Duchefii Dowager 
of Argyie. Ruffel chiefly was employed in . 
the country in die f^ilies of die Euls of 
EfTex and Holland, and was a lover of his- 
eafe and his bottle. He was father of An- 
tony Ruffel, a pwnto-, from whom Vertue 
received thefe particulars, and at whofc 
houfc he faw a pifture of Cornelius Janfen, 
his wife and fon, drawn by Adrian Hanne-

DANIEL MYTENS 

of die Hague, was an admired painter irj 
thti reigns of Kirtg Jaines and King Charles. 
He' had ■ certainly ftudied the works of Ru« 
■beris bcfo«: his coming over j his landfcape 
in the back grounds <rf" his portraits is evi- 
dently in the flyle of that fchool ; and fonw 
eft's worits have been taken for Vandyck's. 
-Tb){ due of hi; arrival is not certain ; pro- 
bably it w^ift' hopes of fucceeding ■ Van 
Somer ; but ' though he drew . feveral of the 
iroart, he wa* not formally employed as the 
King's painter .'rill the reign of Charles. His 
patent is prefcrved in Rymer's Fpedera, vol. 
xviii. p. 3.

fon the dwarf, hoWing a dog by a firing, in 
a landscape, coloured warmly and fpcely like 
Slider or Rnbens. Mytens drew the fane 
figure in a vity large piflurc of Charles I. 
and hfs Queen, which was in the poflcflion 
of die late Eari of Dunmore, but the fing^c 
iigure is much better painted. The hiftory 
of this diminutive peribnage was fo remark- 
able, that the reader will perhaps not diflike 
the digreflion. 

• He was bom at Oafcliam'in Rudand- 
. ihire irt 1619, and about the age 'of fevcn 
or eight, being then' but eighteen inches 
hig^, was retained in thefcrvice of the Duke 
of Buckin^am, who refided at Burleigh 
on the .Hill. ' Soon after the marriage of 
Charles I. the King' and Qijcen being en~' 
tertMned at Burleigh, little Jeffery was ferv-' 
ed up to table in a cold pye, and prrfented 
by the Duchefs to the Queen, who kept 
him as her dwarf. From feven years of age 
'rill thirty he never grew talfer j but after 
thirty he (hot up to three feet nine inches, 
and there fixed. Jeffery became a confider- 
able part of the entertainment of the court. 
Sir William Davenant wrote a poem called

Crofts, ; a youog gentleman of family, a 
challenge enfued, and Mr. Crofts coming 
to the reo^ezvpus armed only with a fquirt, 
dje Jittle creature was fo enraged that a real 
duel enfued^ and the appointment being on 
horfeback. ^th piftols, to put them more 
on a levelji Jeffery with the firft fire Ihot his 
antagonift dead. This happened in France 
whither he had attended his miftrefs in the 
troubles. He was again taken prifoner by

Uic arrival of Vandyckj who being appoint- 
fed ttc King's principal painter, die former 
in difgufl: afked his majefty's Icare to retire 
to. his own country ; but the King learning 
■the caufe of his diflatlsfaftion, treated him 
with much kindnefsi and told him that ht 
could find fuMcient employment both for 
him and Vandyck ; Mytens confented to 
.ftay> and even ^cw intimite, it is probablej 
with his rival, for the htadof f Mytens is one 
of thofe painted among the profeQbrs by that 
great nrnfter; 

Whether the fame jealoufy opefattd again, 
■ or real decline of buhnefs influenced him, or 
^any other. caufe, Mytens did not-ftay much 
-ionger in England. We find none of his 
-worl» here after the year 1630. Yet he 
lived many years afterwards. Houbrakcn 
quotes a regifter at the Hague dated in 
1656, at which time it fays Mytens painted 
part of the cieling of the town-hall there j 
the fubjeft is, Triith writing hiftory on the 
back of Fame.

This young Prince was a great lover of 
the arts, and laid the foundation of the col- 
leftion, which his brother compleated. The 
medals were purchafed by him, and Van- 
derdopc, in his catalogue,, mentions^ fevesal 
ftatues and piftures which King Charles in- 
herited from Prince Henry. In the appen- 
dix to Birch's- life of this Prince are fevcral

The beautifull hangings at Lord.Orford's 
at HoughtoOi containing whole lengths of 
King James, King Charles, their Queens, 
and the King of Denmark, with heads of 
the royal children in the borders, were in 
all probability the produftion of the fame 
manufafture. 

Williams, Archbifliop of York and Lord 
Keeper, paid Sir Francis Crane 2500/. for 
the four' feafons. 

At Knowle is a piece of the fame tapeftry, 
wrought in filk, containing the portraits of 
Vandyck and Sir Francis himfelf. Mrs, 
Markham, whofe maiden name was Crane, 
and a defcendent of Sir Francis, has a half 
length portrait in tapeftry of her anceftor, 
with the collar of St. George over his 
Ihoulders. She has alfo a pifhire in the 
fame manufacture of St. George and the 
dragon. She is a Roman Catholic Lady 
and lives in Lincolnfliire. At Lord II- 
chefter's at Redlinch in Somerfetlhire is a 
C 3 fuit 
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fuit of hangings of this manufafturc, repre- 
fenting the twelve months in compartments. 
I have feen feveral more fets of the fame 
defign J the habits are of the court of 
Francis ift. and one of the months repre- 
fents a Gentleman and Lady riding together 
to hawk. 

Of this perfon I find no farther record with 
relation to the arts, but that he made a pre- 
fent to the King of a fea-piece painted by 
Perfellis ; and was dead when Vanderdort 
drew up the catalogue. * The manufac-

MAXIMILIAN COLTE

NICHOLAS STONE 

was the ftatyary moft in vogue. He was 
born at Woodbury near Exeter, in 1586, 
and coming to London, lived for Tome time 
with onf Ifaac James. He then went to 
Holland, where he worked fgr Peter de 
Keyfcr, whofe daughter he married \ and re- 
turning to f^ngland was employed in making 
monyments forperfpns of the fifft diftlnftion. 
In 1616 he was fent to Edinburgh to work 
in the King's chapel there, In 1 6 1 ji he was 
engaged on the building of the banquet- 
ting-houfej and in the beginning of the 
reign of King Charles he received his pa- 
tent as matter mafon, recorded in Rymer's 
Foedera * of which this is the" fubftance 1

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BERNARD JANSEN 
was an architect at tti^ fame time that Ni- 
cholas Scone was fhe fafliionable ftacuarjr. 
They were employed together, as appears 
by the foregoing memorandums, on the 
tomb of Mr. Sutton the founder of the Char- 
terhoufc. Of what country Janfen * was, 
does not appear j by both his names I con- 
clude a foreigner, and probably a Fleming, 
as he was a profeffed imitator of Dicter- 
ling a famous builder in the Netherlands, 
who wrote feveral books on architecture. 
Janfen was eng^cd on many great works f 
here ; he built Audley-inn, J and the greater

Before the portal of that palace was altered 
by the late Duke of Northumberland, there

■was an architefl in the iervice of the Earls of 
Newcaftle. ' He buik part ctf" Wdbccfc in 
1604, the riding-houie % there hi 1643, and 
the ftables in'i62j ; ^nd w'heil Williarti Ca- 
vendifti, Earl and afterwards Duke of New- 
caftle, propofcd to rqjair and make great ad- 
ditions to Bolfovcr-caftle, " S'mithfoDj it is 
faid, was feftt to Italy to c^Heft .defigns. 
From them I fuppofe it was that the noble 
apartment erefted by that Duke, and lately 
pulled down, was compleated, Smithfbflt 
dying in 1648.

T»ho calls himfelf joyner and architoa:, in- 
vented the triumphal arches ereded la 
London for the reception of James I. Thejr 
were engraved by Kip on a few leaves in 
folio, a work I never faw but in die libraiy 
at Chatfworth. 

I Ihall conclude what I hare to fay on 
the reign of King James, with a brief 
account of a few of his medallifb. This 
article is one of the moft deficient in Ver- 
cue's notes ; he had found but very flight 
materials, though equally inquifitive on 
this head with the reft. One mufi ex- 
cept the fubjeft of the two Simons, of whoft 
works as he himfelf publifticd a moft curi- 
ous volume, I fhall omit the mention of 
them in this catalogue, only defiring that 
Virtue's account of the two Simons and 
Hollar, and the catalogues of the coUeflions 
of King Charles, King James and the Duke 
of Buckingham, may be regarded as parts of 
this his great defign. By thofc Ipecimens 
one fees how perfect he wifhed and laboured 
to make the whole.

not be as curious to learn who were _the nie-r 
dailifts of Charles II. James I. Mary I,?-^^ 
bas omitted all names of gravers except in .

feys not a word of the anift. For inftance

I was fo furprized 
at this onuflian* that I concluded Mr. EvCr

mint in the fecond of that King, paid by 
Ivarrant 40 /. for gold and- workmanlbip, fiir

Vertue fuppofes this perfon made the medal 
in 1604 on the peace with Spain, a medal 
not mentioned by Evelyn, and that he con- 
tinued in office 'till 1620. Mr. Aj^s in* 
formed him of a warrant to a brother of

THOMAS BU SHELL 

was probably a medallift of the fame age. 
In the year 1737 Mr. Compton produced at 
the Antiquarian Society, as I find by their 
minutes, a go}d medal, larger than a crown 
piece; 0(1 one fide Lord Chancelloi- Bacon 
In his hat and robes, with this legend, Ba- 
con Viceco. S". Alb. Anglife Cancell. On 
the reverfe, Thomas Buffiell. Deus eft qui 
claufa recludit. 

NICHOLAS BRIOT' 

■was a native of Lorrain, and graver of the 
mint to the King of France, in which king- 
dom he was the inventor, o^ at leaft one of 
the firft propofers of coining money by a 
prciEs, "ioftead of the former manner of ham- 
mering. As I am ignorant myfelf in the 
piechanic part of this art, and have not even 
the piec« •<^ted by Vertue, I fliall tread 
very cautiotifly, and only tfanfcribe the titles 
of fome memorials which he had fcen, ani 
: from 
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■ftorn whence I conclude a literary contro- 
Verfy was carried on in France on the fab- 
jet5l of this new invention, to which, accord- 
ing to cuftom, the old praftitioners feem to 
have objeded, as, probably interfering with 
the abufes of which they were in prefcriptivc 
poffeflion.

court belbre the acceffi<Hi of King Charies, 
the patyon of genius. Briot's firft public 
srotk was a medal of that Prince exhibited 
in Evelyn^ with the artift's name and the 
date 1628. To all or to almoft all his coins 
and medals he put at leaft the initio letter 
of his name. He was employed both in 
England and Scotland. In 1631, as appears 
. by Rymer's Foedera, torn. xix. p. 287, a ipe- 
Cial cwnmifliDn was appointed for making 
trial of the expmence, fkill and indullry of 
Nicbcdas BrIot> in the coinage of money at 
the mipt, dated June 13, 1631, atWeftmin- 
fter. This was the projeft he had attempted 
in Franc*, by inftruments, mills and preffts, 
to make better money and with lefs expence 
to the crown tbaa by the w^ of hammer- 
ing. The fcHsnne was probably a^^roved* 
for in the very next year we .find him coin- 
ing money upotx the regular eftabliibment. 
There is extant a parchment roll, contaic- 
ing the accounts of Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight of the Bath, mafter worker of Wa 
majefty's monies of gold and filver within 
the tower of L^ondon, in the reign of King 
Charles L from November 8, 162&, to Au- 
guft I, 1636. In thb account, in 163a are 
payments to Briot for coining various par- 
2 eels 
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eels of gold and filver^ which are followed bjr 
this entry : 

** And delivered to bis rnajeftie tn fair 
filver monies ac Oadands by Sir Thomas 
Ayle/btjry, viz. iij crownes, and ig half 
crownes of Briot's moneys, and iij crownes, 
aid iij half crownesj and ten lhiUi«gs of the 
monoyers making." 

Thefc comparative pieces were probably 
prefented to the King by Sir Robert Harley, 
Briot's paiTon, to Ihow the fjjperior excellence 
of the latter's method. 

Briot returned to France about 1642, ha^ 
ving formed that excellent fcholar Thomas 
Simon. 

In a private family (die name of which he 
does not mention) Vertue faw a peach-ftone, 
on which was carved the head of King C harles 
full faced, with a laurel, and on the reverie, 
St. George on horfeback> with the garter 
i(ound it ; and on one fide above the King's 
head, thefe letters !^B • The tradition in 
that family was, diat the carver haring been 
removed from the fervice of the crown, and 
at laft obtaining the place of poor knight 
at Windfor, cut that curioQty to Ihow he 
nras not fuperannuated nor incap^le of his 
plHce as he had been reprefented. If the 
E3 onart 
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mark ]NB fignified Nicholas Briot, as is pr<5- 
bable, either the ftoiy is fitfbitious, or Briot 
did not return to France- on the breaking out 
of the civil war. The latter is moft likely, 
afi in the Treafury,-^ where the plate of St. 
George's chapel is depofited, there is fuch 
another piece, though inferior in workman- 
fliip to that above-mentioned. In the Mu- 
feum at Oxford are two finall carvings in 
wood, Chrift on the crofs and the Nativity, 
with the f^me cypher J^B on each. 
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C H A P. 11. 
Charles I. His Love and ProteHion of the 
JrtSi Accounts of Vanderdort and Sir Bal- 
thazar Gerbier. Dijperfion pf the King's 
CoUeSlion, and of the Earl of Arundel's. 

TH E acceflion of this Prince was xkt 
firft aera of real tafte in England. As 
his temper was not profufe, the expence he 
made in colleftions, and the rewards he be- 
ftowed on men of true genius and merit, 
are proofs of his judgment. He knew how 
and when to beftow. Queen Elizabeth was 
avaricious with pomp ; James I. lavifh witFi 
ineannefs. A prince who patronizes the arts, 
and can diftjnguifh abilities, enriches his 
country, and is at once generous and an 
oeconomift. Charles had virtues to make 
a nation happy ; fortunate, if he had not 
■thought, that he alone knew how %o make 
them happy, and that he alone ought to have 
'the jSower of making them fo ! 

His character, as far as it relates to mV 

'fubjef^:, is thus given by Lilly; " {Je had 

inany excellent parts in nature, was an ' ex-

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cellenc horfeman, would (hoot well at a 
maHC) tMd fmgular fkUl in limning, was a 
good judge of pifturcS] a good mathema-: 
tician, not unfkilirull in rnuiic> well read in 
divinity, e;tceUentiy in hiftory and law, he 
fpokc feveral languages, and writ well, good 
language and ftyle." Perinchief is ftill more 
particular ; " His foul, fays that writer, was 
ftortd with a fiiU knowledge of the nature 
pf things, and eafily comprehended alnioft 
aU kinds of arts that either were for delight 
pr of a puUic ufe ; for he was ignorant of 
nothing, but of what he thought it became 
him fo be negligent, for many parts of 
learning, that are for the ornament of a 
private perlbn, are beneath the cares of a 
crowned head. He was well flcilled in 
things of antiquity, could judge of medals 
whethv they had the number of years they 
pfetended unto; his libraries and cabinets 
were full of thofe things on which length 
pf time put the value of rarities. In paint- 
ing he had fo excellent a fancy, th^t he 
would fupply the defeat of art in the work- 
man, and fuddenly draw thofe lines, give 
thofe airs and lights, which experience and 
praftice had not taught the pamter. He 
could judge of fortificauons, and cenfure 
whether 

^ -■■^^ 8l^- 
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whether the cannon were mounted to exe- 
cution or no. He had an excellent fkill In 
guns, knew all that belonged tx> their mak- 
ing. The cxafteft arts of building Ihips 
for the moft neceflary ufes of ftrength or 
good failing, together with all their fumi-. 
tore, were not unknown to him. He un- 
dcrftood and was pleafed with the making 
of * clocks and watches. He comprehend- 
ed the art of printing. There was not any- 
one gentleman of all the three kingdoms 
that could compare with him in an iiniver- 
fality of knowledge. He encouraged all 
the parts of learning, and he delighted to

them; for he brought Ibme of the nioft cu- 
rious workmen from foreign parts to mak^ 
them here in England." * 

With regard to his knowledge of piAures, 
I find the following anecdote from a book 
called the original and growth of printing 
by Richard Atkyns, Efq; " This excellent 
Prince, fays that author, who was not only 
aliquis in omnibus, but fmgularis in omni- 
bus, hearing of rare heads (painted) amongft 
ieveral other piAures brought me from 
-Rome, fent Sir James Palmer to bring them 
to Whitehall to him, where were prefent 
divers pifture- drawers and painters. He 
aflced them all of whofe hand that was ? fomc- 
■gueft at it ; others were of another opinion, 
tut none was pofitive.

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faid he, is there but one man's hand in this 
pifture ? None did difcern whether there was 
or not ; but moft concluded there was but 
one hand. Said the King, " I am fure 
there are two hands have workt in it, for I 
know the hand that drew the heads, but the 
hand that did- the reft I never faw before." 
Upon this a gentleman that had been ac 
JR.ome about ten years before, afErmed that 
he faw this very pifhire, with the two heads 
unBnifhed at that time, and that he heard 
his brother (who ftaid there fome years after 
him) fay, that the widow of the painter 
that drew it wanting money, got the beft 
mailer fhe could find to fiailh it and make 
it laleable." This ftory which, in truth is 
but a blind one, cfpecially as Mr, Atkyns 
does not mention even the name of the 
painter of his own pifture, feems calculated 
to prove a faft, of which I have no doubt, 
his majefty's knowledge of hands. The 
gentleman who flood by and was fo long 
before he recoliefted fo circumftantial a 
hiftory of the pifture, was, I dare fay, a very 
good courtier. 

The King is faid not only to have loved 
painting but to have prafticed it ; it is af- 
firmed 
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firmed that Rubens correfted fome of his • 
m^efty's drawings. 

It was immediately after his acccJHon that 
Charles began to form his colleftion. The 
crown was already in poflcflion of fomc 
good piftures : Henry VIII. had fevcral. 
What painters had been here had added 
others. Prince Henry, as I have faid, had 
be^n a fqiarate colle<aion both of paint- 
ings and ftatues. All thefe Charles af- 
fenrfjled, and fcnt commiflions into France 
and Italy to purchafe more. Crofs f was 
difpatched

The mi- 
niftecs and nobility were not backward with 
prefcnts of the fame nature. Various arc 
the accounts of the jewels and bawblcs pre- 
fcnted to munificent Elizabeth. In the 
catalt^e of King Charles's coUeftion are 
recorded the nwnes of feveral of the court 
who ingratiated themfelves by offerings o£ 
piftures and curiofities. But the nobleft 
addition was made by the King himfelf: 
He purchafed at a great • price the en- 
tire cabinet of the Duke of Mantua, then 
reckoned the moft valuable in Europe. But 
feveral of thofe piftures were fpoiled by,

pofe to carelefsnefs in packing them up. 
Vanderdort, from whom alone we have this 
account, does not fpecif/ all that fufFered, 
though in general he is minute even in de- 
fcribing their frames. The lift, valuable ^s 
■it is, notwithftanding all it's blunders, in- 
accuracy, and bad Englifh, was I believe ne- 
ver compleated, which might be owing to 
the fudden death of the compofer. There 
are accounts in MS, of many more pidures, 
indubitably of that coUeAion, not fpecifiedin 
die printed catalogue. 

Now I have mentioned this peribn, Van- 
derdort, it will not be foreign to the pur- 
pofe to give fome little account of hinn, 
efpccially as to him we owe, * however 
mangled, the only record of that Royal 
Mufeum.

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Ahrahiain Vandcrdortj a Dutchman, had 
worked for the Emperor Rodolphus, whofe 
fervice he left we do not know on what oc- 
■ cafion. He brought away with him a buft 
of a woman modelled in wax as large as the 
life, which he had begun for that monarcl^ 
but Prince Henry was fo ftruck with it, that 
though the Emperor wrote feveral times for 
it, the young Prince would neither part with 
the work nor the workman, telling him he 
would give him as good entertainment as 
any Emperor would — and indeed Vander- 
dort feems to have made no bad bargain. 
He parted with the buft to the Prince upon 
condition, that as foon as the cabinet, dien 
building frwn a delign of Inigo Jones, 
flioyld be finiflied, he Ibould be made keeper 
of his Royal Highnefs's medals with a falary 
of 50/, a year; * a contrail voided by the 
death of the Prince. However, upon the 
acceSion of King Charles, Vanderdort was 
immediately retained in his fervice with a 
lalary ,c^ 40 1, a year, and appointed keeper 
of the cabinet. This room was ereiSed about 
the.tniddle of Whitehall, running, acrofs 
-from the Tiiames towards the bainquetting-

It is certain that 
the poor man had great gratitude to or great 
awe of Charles I. The King had recom- 
mended to him to take particular care of- a 
miniature by Giblbn, the parable of the loft . 
iheep. Vanderdort laid it up fo carefully, 
that when the King aflced him for it, he could 
not find it, and hanged himfelf in defpain* 
After his death his executors found and re- 
stored it. As this piece is not mentioned 
in the catalogue, probably it was newly pur- 
Chafed.*^ There is an admirable head of Van- 
derdort by Dobfon at f Houghton. 

The King who fpared neither favours, nor 
money, to enrich his coUeftion, invited J Al- 
bano into'England by a letter written with 
tis own hand, it fucceeded no more than 
a like attempt of tiie Duke of Buckingham

Bernioi pronounced, as is well known, that 
there was fonriething unfortunate in the 
countenance of Charles, The fame artift 
made a boft too of Mr. Baker, who carried 
the pi^re to Rome. The Duke of Kent's 
father bought the latter buft at Sir Peter 
Lely's faie j it is now in the pofleflion of 
Lord Royfton, and was reckoned preferable 
to thftt of the King. The hair is in prodigious 
quantity and incomparably loofe and free; 
die point-bajid very fine. Mr. Baker paid 
Bernini an hundred broad pieces for hts, 
but for the King's Bernini received a thou- 

5ir Chrift(q>hcr to take care of That, and the (tames. 
The latter replied, " Take care of what yon are con- 
eerned in and leave the rell to me." Sir John faid it 
was above £ve hour* after this before the fire reached 
that part. Norrice afterwards dug in the ruins of thai 
chamber but could not difcover the leafl iiagment of 
marble. The cronching Venus in the fame apartment 
was kiiown to be Itolen, being difcovered after a con- 
cealment of four years aod retakea by the crown. Vertue 
thought that the brazen bufl of King Charles in the 
paflage near Weftminlter-hall, was not taken from Ber- 
nini's, of which caAs are extant, but of an earlier date. 
In the imperial library at Vienna, fays Dr. Edward 
Brown in his travels, is a head of King Charles in 
white marble, but this cannot be Bernini's, as firown 
wrote in 1^73, and the iire of Whitehall happened in

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fand Roman crowns. The king was fo pleaf- 
ed with his own, that he defired to have one 
of the Queen tooi but that was prevented 
by the war. * 

Among the Strafford papers is an evi- 
dence of this Prince's affeiflion for his pic- 
tures ; In a t letter from Mr. Garrard, dated 
November 9, 1637, fpeaking of two maiks 
that were to be exhibited that winter, he 
fays, " A great room is now J building only 
for this ufe betwixt the guard-chamber and 
banquetting-houfeof fir, only weather -board- 
ed and flightly covered. At the marriage of 
the Qiieen of Bohemia I faw one fet up there 
but not of that vaftnefs that this is, which 
will coft too much money to be pulled down, 
and yet down it muft when the mafks are 
oyer.'" 

In another of December 16, the fame 
perfon fays, " Here are two maflcs intended

The moft capital purchafe made by King 
Charles were the cartoons of Raphael, now 
at Hampton-court. They had remaned in 
Flanders from the time that Leo X, fcnt 
them thither to be copied in tapeftry, the 
money for the tapeftry having never been 
paid. Rubens told the King of them, and 
where they were, and by his means they 
were bought. 

It may be of ufe to colleftors and vir- 
tuofi, for whofe fervice this work is com- 
pofed, to know when they meet with the 
ruins of that royal cabinet, or of the Earl of 
Arundel's. On the King's pictures was

this mark C. P. or C. R. on his drawings 

a large ftar thus -^^ on the Earl's a 
fmaller. ^ 
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The dials at Whitehall wej-e er^ed by 
the OTtlcr of Charles, whjle he was Prince, 
Mr. Gunter drew die lines, and wrote the 
defcription and ufe of them, printed in a 
fmall tradl by order of King James in 1634. 
There were five dials ; afterwards f«iie were 
made of glafs in a pyramidal Ihape by Francis 
Hall, and placed in the fame garden. One 
or two of thefe may ftill be extant ; Vertue 
faw them at Buckingham-houfe in St. James's 
park, from whence they were fold. 

It looks as if Charles had had fame 
thoughts of ereding a monument for his 
father. In the lodgings of the warden of 
New-college Oxford was a maufoleum with 
arms, altar-tomb, columns and ipfcriptions 
in honour of that Prince dated 1630. It is 
certain King Charles had no lefs inclination 
for architefture than for the other arts. The 
intended palace at Whitehall would have 
been the moft truly magnificent and beau- 
tifuU fabric of any of the kind in Europe. 
His majefty did not fend to Italy and Flan- 
ders for architects as he did for Alb&no and 
Vandyck : He had Inigo Jones. Under the 
direftion of that genius the King erefted the 
iioule at Greenwich. 

Charles had in his fervice another man, 
both 
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both architect and painter, of whom, though 
excellent in neither branch, die reatkr will 
perhaps not dillike Ibme account, as he was a 
remarkable perfon and is little known. 

Sir Balthazar Gerbier D'ouvilly of Ant- 
werp, was bom ^xnit 1591, came young 
into England, and was a retainer of the Duke 
oFBuckinghamascariyas 1613. loFinetce's 
mailer of the ceremonies it is faid, " AJonzo 
Contarini En:ibaflador from Venice came to 
Mr. Gertiier, a gentleman ferving the EHike 
of Buckingham." Sanderfon * calls him a 
commcm penman, who penfiled the dialogue 
(prolrably the decalogue) in the Dutch 
church London, his firft rife of preferment." 
It is certain that he ingratiated himlHf 
much ^viih that favorite and attended him 
into Spain, where he was even employed 
in the treaty of marriage, though oftenfibly 
afting only in the charaifter of a painter, f 
Among the Harleian MSS. is a letter from 
the Duchefs of Buckingham to her Lord in 
Spain, " I pray you, if you have aijy idle

may have it well done in little." Bilhop Tan- 
ner had a MS. catalogue of the Duke's col- 
leftion drawn up by Gerbicr who had been 
employed by the Duke in feveral of the pur- 
chafes. However there is fome appearance 
of his having fallen into difgracc with his 
patron. In one of Vertue's MSS. is a paf- 
fage that feems to be an extraft, though the 
author is not quoted, in which the Duke 
treats Gerbier with the highclt contempt. 
The tranfcript is fo obfcure and imperfeft, 
that I Ihall give it in Vertue's own words j 

*' King James I. ill and dying, the Duke 
of Buckingham was adviied to apply a plaif- 
ter to his ftomach, which he did with pro- 
per advice of dodors, phyficians of the 

• In a letter, dated 1628, it is faid, theKingand 
Queen were entertained at Tapper at Gerbicr, the 
Duke's painter's houfe, which could not Hand him in 
lefs than 1000/.

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King, But the King dying, the Duke was 
blamed — one Eglefliam printed a fcurrilous * 
libel, and flew away into Flanders — I was 
told by Sir Balthazar Gerbier [though his ' 
teftimony be odious to any man] that Egle- 
iham dealt with him in Flanders for a piece 
of mon^ [not more than 400 guilders to 
defray the chaises] to imprint his recantation, 
of which the Duke bid Gerbier join malice 
and knavery together, and Ipit their venom 
'till they fplit, and he would pay for printing 
that alfo." 

Nothing can be built upon ib vague a 
foundation. It is certain that immediately 
after the acceflion of King Charles, Gerbier

Among die 
Conway-papers I found a-very curious and 
long letter from Gerbier himfelf on this occa- 
fion, which though too prolix to infert in the _ 
body of riiis work, I (hall affix at the cndj not 
only as pertinent to my fubjeft from thepart 
thde painrers had in fo important a bufinefe, 
but as it is more particular than any thing I 
know in print on that occalion. 

Gerbier kept his ground after the deatii 
of Buckingham. In 1628 he was knitted 
at Hampton -court, and, as he fays himfelf 
in one of his books, was promifed by King 
Charles the office of furveyor-general of the 
works after the death of Inigo Jones. 

In 1637 he feems to have been employed 
in fome other private tranfaftions of ftate, 
negotiating with the Ihike of OrleanSj the 
King's brother, who was difcontented with 
the court. Tiie Earl of Leiceft^'r, Embal^ 
fador to Paris, writes * to Mr, Secretary 
■ Sidney papers, vol. ii. p. 518. In one of his de- 
dications mentioned hereafter, Gerbier puts this Lord 
in mind of his having been in a publick employment 
when his Lordfliip was at Paris : and De Piles fays that 
the Dolce of Buckingham finding him a man of good 
underftanding, recommended him to the King, who 
fcnt him as his agent to BruiTels,

This pefhaps was one among the many 
provocations, frhirfi, meeting his inclina- 
tions to France, led Charles II. into his im- 
-poiitic, though otherwife not wholly unjuf- 
tifiablc, war with Holland, a people -too apt 
even in their deprefled ftate, to hazard bar- 
barous and brutal infraftion of treaties and 
■humanity, when a glimpfe of commercial in- 
tereft invites it. 

Gerbier prdbably returned ttf England 
■with that Prince, for the triumphat arches

In France he publilhed a book on for- 
tification, and in i66a at London a fmall 
difcourfe on magnificent buildings, dedi- 
cated to the King, in which he principally 
treats of folidity, convenience and orna- 
ment, and glances at ibme errors of Inigo 
Jones in the banquetting-houfe.

They are addreffed to the Queen-mother, 
Duke of York, and moft of the principal No- 
bility and Courtiers. The laft is to his own 
difciple Captain William Wind. There is a 
heap of a kind of various knowledge even in 
thefe dedications, and feme curious things, as 
well as in the book itfelfj particularly the 
prices of work and of all materials for building 
at that time. In one place he ridicules the 
heads of lions, which are creeping through the 
pilafters on the houfes in Great Queen-ftreet 
built by Webb, the fcholar of Inigo Jones. 

Hempfted-marlhal, the feat of Lord Cra- 
ven, fince deftroyed by fiie, was the laft 
production of Gerbier.

Among the Harleian MSS. N" 3384, 
is one, intituled, Sir Balthazar Gerbier, 
his admonitions and difputes with his three 
daughters, retired into the Englifli nunnery 
at Paris, 1646. 

Since the former edition of this work 
I have received a prefent from Mr. J. Bind- 
ley, of another piece of Gerbier which 
J never faw elfewhere. The title is, Les 
EfFets pernicieux de mefchants Favoris & 
grands Miniftres d'Etat es provinces Bel- 
giques, en Ijsrraine, Germanie, France, 
Italic, Efpagne & Angleterre, & defa- 
buses d'erreurs .populaires fur le fubjefl: 
de Jaques & Charles Stuart, Roys de la 
Grande Bretagne, par le Chev. B. Gerbier, 
k la Haye, 1653. Small Duod. It is an 
ignorant fervile rhapfody, containing little 
argument, many lies, and fome curious fafts, 
if the author is to be believed. There are 
two dedications, one, a tous Empereurs, 
Roys, Reines, Princes, Princeffes, Regentes, 
Etats & Magiftrats j another to Charles 11. 
The fcope of the book is to lay all the 
faults committed by fovereigns on wicked 
favourites, in which clals he- ratJcs even 
the leaders of the Parliament which op- 
pofed Charles I. He gives a lift of the fa- 
vourites of James I. but excufes them all, as 
G 3 he 
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he does Buckingham and Charles I. The 
fecond -part is a defence of James and 
Charles, and fuch a defence as they deferv- 
cd ! There follow Indexes of 3d, 4th and 5th 
paits, and the heads of what they were to 
contain in defence of Charles and of the chaf- 
tity of his queen againft the Parliamentarians. 
Thofe probably never appeared. 

He fays that Lord Cottington betrayed to 
Spain a defign of the Catholic States of Flan- 
ders to revolt in 1632 on their opprefllons. — 
Such a wilnefs may be believed. 

He fpeaks of a young lady who was ihut 
lip between four walls for blabbing that 
Lafin, agent of Emanuel Duke of Savoy, by 
the advice of Count Fuentes, had incited 
Ravaillac to murder Henry IV. He fays 
that Egglefton defired Sir "W. Chaloner to 
aflt Gerbter to get his pardon, on condi- 
tion of his confefling that Ibme Scotch and 
Englilh had fet him on publifliing his libel, 
to blacken the Prince and Buckingham : that 
he wrote to the Secretary of State but got no 
anfwer. 

He fays the Earl of Berklhire was likely 

to be Charles's minifter on the death of 

James : that l^rkin, who was employed at 

Paris to watch tlie fmcerity of France, was 

drowned i 
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drowned -, and- that Rubens was fent to aflure' 
K. James that the Infanta had power to con- 
clude the treaty for the reftitution of the Pa- 
latinate. But his moft remarkable anecdote, 
and probably a true one, is, that Monfieur 
Blinville, the French Embaflador, when 
lodged at the Bilhop of Durham's, celebrated 
mafs openly, that the otlium might fall on 
the King ; and when the mob rofe, told them, 
that he had been privately afllired by the 
King and Buckingham that he might. Ger- 
bier fay?. This was done by Richelieu's or- 
der; ^d he adds, that he himlelf was fent 
to Paris to complain of Blinvillc.

The aCadeitiy erefted by Gerbier was 
probably imitated from one eftablifhed by 
Charles I. in the eleventh year of his Teign 
and called Mufeum Minervae. The patent 
of ereftion is ftill extant in the office of the 
rolls.

With regard to the jewels, the parliament 
immediately 
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immediately after the King's death ordered 
the crown and fceplrcs, &c. to be locked 
up. The Queen had already fold feveral 
jewels abroad to raife money and buy arms. 
Some had been fold in foreign countries 
early in the King's reign, particularly what 
was called the ineftimable collar of rubies ; * 
it had belonged to Henry VIII. and, appears 
on his pidures and on a medal of him in

Whence Charles had his ftatues we learn 
60m Pcacham j " The King aifo, fiiys he, 
ever fince his coming to the crown hath 
atnply teftified a royal liking of ancient 
ftatues* by caufing a whole mmy of old fo-. 
reign En^XEors, C^taina and Senators all 
at once to land on his coafts, to come and 
do him homage, and attend him in his 
palaces of St. James's and Somerfet-houfe. 
A great part of thefe belonged to the late 
Duke of Mantyaj and fome of the old 
H 4 Greek 
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Greek marble bafes," columns,- and altars 
were brought from the ruins of Apollo's 
temple at Delos, by that noble and abfo- 
lutely comphat gentleman Sir Kenelm Dig- 
by Knight." * 

Some of the mofl: capital pictures were 
purchafed by the King of Spain, which 
arriving there while the Embafladors of 
Charles II. were at that court, they were de- 
fired, by an odd kind of delicacy, to with- 
draw, they fuppofing that this dilmifllon was 
owing to an account received at the fame 
time of Cromwell's vidtory over the Mar- 
quis of Argylc j " but, fays Lord Claren- 
don, t they knew afterwards that the true 
cauft of this impatience to get rid of them, 
was that their minifter in England, hav- 
ing purchafed many of the King's pictures 
and rich furniture, had fent them to the 
Groyne j from whence they were cxpefted 
to arrive djout that time at Madrid ; which 
they thought could not decently be brought 
to the palace while the ambafladors remained 
at the court." 

After the reftoration endeavours were 
ufed to reaiTemble the fpoils. A commif-

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fion was iffued out to examine Hugh Peters 
concerning • the difpofal of the piftures, 
jewels, &c. that had belonged to the royal 
family, but without efFc<5b, by the obftinacy 
or ignorance of Peters, who would not or 
could not give the defired fatisfaftion. * 
Some of the piftiires had been purchafed 
by Gerard Reyntz, f a Dutch colleiftor, af- 
ter whofe death they were bought of his wi- 
dow by the ftates and prcfented to Charles II. 
One only pi<5hire [the King on liorfeback 
by Vandyck] was recovered by a procefs at 
law from Remee or Remigius Van Leem- 
put a painter then in England, who had 
bought it at the fale. 

Notwithftanding the havoc that had been 
trade', it is plain from the catalogue of the 
coUe^ion of James 11. that the crown ftill 
poffcffed a great number of valuable pic- 
tures, but the fire of Whitehall deftroyed 
almoft all that the rage of civil war had 
fparcd. Some valuable pieces indeed were 
carried to Lifbon from Somerfet-houfe by 
the Queen Dowager, when flie returned to 
Portugal.

I hare found another anecdote of this Earl that J 
have met with no where elfe. In £he life of Aretine in 
Les Vies des Hommes & des Femmes illuftres d'ltaCe, 
par uoe Societc de gens de lettres. Parts 1768. vol. i. 
p. 388, it is faid, that Aretine having dedicated the 
2d vol. of his letters to James I. and receiving no re- 
ward, follicited one for five years. Hearing at laft 
diat the E.arl of Arundel had orders to give him ;oo 
crowns, and not receiving them, he accufed the Earl 
publicly of having funk them for his own ufe. The 
Earl ordered his fervants to beat Aretine, which they 
didfeverely. The correfted libeller pobliftied that the 
Earl had no hand in the beating him, went to himt 
begged the money, and received it. The Peer's refent- 
ment and the Sacirift's mercenary fervility are both very 
credible. 
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by that admirable portrait drawn of him by 
Lord Clarendon. Living much within him- 
felf, but in all die ftate of the ancient no- 
bility, his chief amufement was his col- 
leftion, the very ruins o& which are orna- 
ments now to feveral. principal cabinets. 
He was the firft who profeffedly began to 
collect in this country, .and led the way to 
Prince Henry, King Charles, and the Duke

Rubens and 
VMidyck. The prefent Duke c^ Ai^le has 
a fine head of him by the fomier. By the lat« 
ter he was drawn in armour with his grand- 
fon Cardinal Howard. The Earl had de- 
igned too to have a large pidhire, like diat 
at Wilton, of himielf and family : Vandyck 
actually made the defign, but by the inter- 
vention of- the troubles it was executed only 
in fmall by Ph. Fruders at Antwerp, from 
• whence Vertue engraved a plate. The Earl 
aiKl Countefs are fitting under a ftace ; be- 
fore them are their children, one holds a 
fhield * prefented by the great Duke of 
Tufcany to the famous Earl of Surrey at 
a tournament, and two others bring the hel- 
met and fword of James IV. taken at the 
viftory of Floddenfield, by the Earl of Sur- 
rey's father, Thomas Duke of Norfolk. Por- 
- wdts of both thofe noblemen are rcprcfented 
as han^ng up near the canopy.

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CHAP. la. 

Painters in the Reign o/'Ch arises. j(. 

Sir P£TE-R PAUL 'RtJBEN3. 

ONE cannot write the life of Rubens 
without tranfcribing twenty authors. 
The moft common books expatiate on a 
painter, whofe works are fo numerous and fo 
well known. His piftures were equally 
adapted to pleafe the ignorant and the co- 
noiffeurs. Familiar fiibjefts, familiar hif- 
tories, treated with great luftre and fuUnefs 
of colouring, a richnefs of nature and pro- 
priety of draperies, recommend themfelves 
at firil fight to the eyes of the vulgar. The 
jufl; boldnefs of his drawing, the wonderfull 
chiaro fcuro diffufed throughout his pic- 
tures, and not loaded like Rembrandt's xa 
force out one peculiar fpot of light, the va- 
riety of his carnations, the fidelity to the 
cuftoms and manners of the times he was 
reprefenting, and attention to every part of 
his compofitions, without enforcing trifles 
-3 1 1- A I I too 
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too much or too much negle£ting them, all 
this union of happy excellencies endear the ' 
works of Rubens to the beft judgfls : -he is ■ 
perhaps t3ie fingle artift who attrafts the faf- - 
frages of every rank. One may juftly call ■ 
him xhc popular fainter ; he wanted that ma- 
jefly and grace which confine the works of 
the grfeatcft mailers to the fcweft admirers. 
I fhall be but brief on' the circufnflances of 
his lifci he ftaid but little here, in which 
light only he belongs to this treatife. 

* His father was doftor of laws and fe- 
nator of Antwerp, which he tjuitted on the 
troubles of that country and retired with his> 
family to Cologn, where on the feaft of St.' 
Peter and Paul his wife was delivered of 
Rubens'in 1577. Great care was taken of- 
tiis education -, he learned and fpoke Latin 
in perfeftion. When Antwerp was reduced 
by the arms of Philip, Rubens the father 
returned ■ to his native coufitry. The ibrt 
was ■ grown up, and was well made. Thtf 
Councefs of iLalain took him for her page; . 
But he haid too elevated a difpofitioh ni

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throw away his talents on fo diflipaced a way 
of life. He quitted that fervice, and his fa- 
ther being dead, his mother confented to lee 
him purfue his paflion for painting. Toby 
Verhacft, a landfcape- painter, and Adam 
Van Oort were his firll mafters, and then 
Otho Venius, under whom he imbibed (one 
of his leaft merits) a cafte for allegory. The 
perplexed and filly emblems of Venius are 
well known. Rubens with nobler fimpli^ 
city is'perhaps lefs juft in his. One may 
call fome of his pidhires a toleration of all 
religions. In one of the comparmients of the 
Luxemburgh gallery, a cardinal introduces 
Mercury to Mary de"' Medici, and Hymen 
fijpports her train at the facrament of mar- 
riage, before an altar on which are the 
images of God the Father and Chrift. • At 
the age pf twenty-three Rubens fet out for 
Italy, apd entered into the fervice of Vincent 
Gopzaga Duke of Mantua, One day while 
he was at that court, and was painting the 
itory q£ Turnus and A^n?^) intending t<> 
warm his imagination by the rapture oi*

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poetry, he repeated with energy thofc lines 
of VLrgU : * 

lUc etiam patriis agroen ciet, &c. 

The Duke who over heard him and entered 
the chamber,'was furprized to find the mind 
of his painter cultivated with a variety of 
graceful! Htterature. Rubens was named 
Envoy to Spain, and carried magnificent 
prefents to the favorite Duke of Lerma j 
exerting at that court his political and ele- 
gant -talents with a dignity Mid propriety 
that rdfcd the latter without debafing the 
former. He converfed little widi the pain- 
ters of that country except Velafquez, with 
whom he continued a correfpondence of let- 
ters. 

The fame of the young painter reached 
Don John of Braganza, afterwards King of 
Portugal, who invited him to Villa Viciofa. 
Rubens fet out with fuch a train, that the 
Duke apprehended the expence of enter- 
taining fo pompous a vifitor, and wrote to 
flop his journey, accompanying the excufe 
with a prefent of fifty piftoles." The punter

refufal 
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refufed the prefent, faid he had not propofed 
to pEunt, but to pafs a week at Villa Viriolai' 
and had brought a thoufand piftolcs that he 
intended to fpend there. 

Returned to N^tua, the Duke fent him 
t6 Rome to copy the works of the great 
mafters. There he ftudied them, not what 
tliey had ftudied, the ancients ; Rubens was 
too carelefs of the antique as Pouflln copied 
it too fervikly. The former feemed never, 
to have feen a ftatue, the latter nothing elfe« 
The reputation of Titian and Paul Veronefe 
drew Rubens to Venice; there he was in 
his element, in the empire of colours. There 
he learned to imitate nature ; at Rome he 
had miffed the art of improving on it. If he 
has not the fimplicity of Titian, he has far 
more than Paul Veronefe. The buildings 
^rith which he has enriched the back grounds 
<^ his compolitions, do not yield to thofe of 
the latter J his landfcapes are at leaft' equal 
to thofe of the former. Seldom as he prac- 
tlfed it, Rubens was never greater than in 
Jandicapej the tumble of his rocks and trees, 
the deep l^adows in his glades and gloomi^ 
the watery funlhine, and dewy verdure, Ihow 
a variety of genius, which are not tt> 'be 
. • ■ found 
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ipui^ iOjthg yiimitable but uniform glow of 

Rubens was much worie employcdr at; 
Qeftpa, vih!iTfi he dtev? moft of thpir palaces, 
aqd caijftd them to be engraved in two vo^ 
li^iaes. ,tIow could a genius like his over- 
j^^ t,h? ruins of I^ome, the defies of R** 
rI^kI apfl Michael Angelo, and the reftorcrs 
of ancien,t architf fture at Venicp, and waftc 
his tiipe on the very moderate beauties that 
he fpqn^i at Ge^ioa, where their greateft art 
l^yin crowding magnificence into a narnp^ 
ftfid almt^ ufelefs fituation ? where mpft of 
tjif ir palaces can phly be feen from a fcda» 
ctjair. 

His mother's illncfs drew him back t^ 
Antwerp, where tjie Arphduke Albert de- 
tuned hjfn, and where he married his firfi. 
wife Elizabeth Brants. He built a palace 
and panted it wiihiij and without. His ca- 
binet or rptuijda wjts enrjched with gmticjup 
yafts, ftatues, njedak and piilures. The 
Puke of Biirkinghan) faw and coveted 
ji,t. Le Blond, Y'b9'Ti I h^v? mentio^e(l 
in the life of Holbein, negotiated the bar- 
^in, to which Rubens cpnfente^ with re- 
^?et. The fayorii;ej, whp was bent on the 
purchafc, 
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purchafe, gave, it is faid, ten tlioufand' 
pounds for what had not coft above a thou- 
fand. 

' In Flanders he executed many great 
works, which created him as many ene- 
mies. They aflcfted to afcribe to the fcho-, 
lars whom he had fctrmed or been forced Xo 
take to alTift him, as Jordaens, Van Uden, ' 
Snyder, snd Wildens, the merits of the 
mafter— but the greater the talents of the 
aflifiants, the higher the genius of the maf- 
ter. Do able painters work under an indif- 
ferent one ? Abraham Janflens challenged 
Rubens to a trial of their art j Rubens re- 
plied he would engage with him, when 
jfanflens had proved hiiplelf worthy to be 
his competitor. A more friendly offer was 
Tgeded by him with equal wit. ' A chymift 
tendered him a (hare of his laboratory and of 
his hopes of the philofopher's ftone. Rubens 
carried the vifionary into his painting room, 
and told him his offer was dated twenty years 
too late, " for fo long it is, faid he, fince I 
found the art of making gold with my pallet 
and pencils." 

From Antwerp he was called to J*aris by 

Mary de* Medici, and painted the oftehfible 

hiftory 
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hUtery of her life in the Luxcmburgh. *. A 
peculiar honour, as that Frincefs was an Ita- 
lian. It is even faid that he gave her fome 
lelTons in drawing. If the prodigious num- 
ber of large pieces painted by Rubens were 
not tcftimonies of the abundance and fad- 
iity of his genius, . this gallery alonCj com- 
pleated . in three years, would demonftrace 
it. As fbon as it was Hnifhed, he returned 
to Antwerp, where his various talents were 
fb conlpicuous, that he was pitched upon to 
negotiate a treaty of peace between Spain 
and England. The Infanta Ifabella fent 
him to Madrid for inftruftions, where he 
ingratiated himfelf (b much with the Conde- 
Duc D'olivarez, that befides many valuable 
prefcnts, he had a brevet for himfelf and 
his fon of fecretary of the .Privy-council, 
and was difmifled with a fecret commiflion 
to King Charles, as I have mentioned be- 
fore, in which he bad the honour of fuc- 
ceeding. 

Neither Charles nor Rubens overlooked

The King engaged him to paint the cwl'mg 
of the Banquetting-houfe. The dcfign is 
die apotheofis of King James, for *hom, 
when once deified, there feems to haVe b«n 
no farther thought of ereftihg aTnonumeht. 
The original flcetch for the middle com- 
partment is preferved at tloughton : It had 

'belonged to Sir Godfrey Kneller, who often 
ftudied it, " as is evident by Sir ■ Godfrey's 
original fltetch, at iHtoughton too, for the 

. great equeftrian picture of King "William at 

. Hampton-court, though in the larger piece 
he feems to have forgot that he ever had 

, ftudied the former defign. Sir Godfrey had 
heard that Jordaehs aflifted Rubens in the 
execution; if true, forne of the comjiart- 

' ments muft have been painted in Holland 
and fent over hither, for I do not find that 
Jondaens was ever in England. Rubens 
received three tlioufand pounds for his 
■work. The building itfelf coft ' feventeen 
thoufand- pounds. What had "it been, if 
compleated ! Vandycfc was to have painted 
the fides with the hiftory of the order of 
the garter. Inigo Jones, Rubens, and-Van- 
dyck ! Europe could not have fliown a 
nobler 
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Twbler chamber. Kent in the late reign re- 
paired the painting on the cieling- 
. During his refidence here Rubens painted 
for the King a St. George, * four feet Tiigh 
,and feven feet wide. His majefly was repre- 
fented in the Saint, the Queen in Cteodelinde; 
each figure one foot and half high -, at a dif- 
tance a view of Richmond and the Thames. 
In another pifture the benefits of peace and 
.miferies of war. f , 

Theodore Rog^ers J modelled for the King 
a fdver ewer defigned by Rubens, with the 
judgment of Paris. There is a print from 
this vafe by James NefFs. 

This great painter was knighted at jVhite- 

•, In a letter in the Mufeum dated March 6, 1S30, 
It is faid, " My Lord Carlide huh ttnce in one week 
moft msgnificently feafted the Spanifli Embaflador and 
■ Monf. Rubens alfo, the agent who prepared the' way 
' ibr his coming : who in h^noor of our nation hath 
drawn with his pencil the hiftory of St. George, where- 
in (if it be poffible) he hath exceeded himfelf ; but the 
pidore he hath fent home into Flanders to remain as 
a monument of his abode and emplojment here."

At Wilton arc two ; one, the 
Aflumption of the Virgin, panted for the 
Earl of Arundel while Rubens was in Eng- 
land, and with which he was fo pleafed him- 
fclf, that he afterwards made a large pifture 
from it for a convent at Antwerp. The other 
contains four children, Chrift, an Angel, St* 
John, and a girl reprcfenting the church. This 
pifture which is far fuperior to the foregoing, 
and very fine, is faid.in the catalogue to be 
allowed to be the beft pifture in England of 
Rubens ; an hyperbole indeed. * At the Earl 
of Pomfret's at EaftxMi was a portrait of 
Lodowic Duke of Richmond and Lenox.

If Ru- 
ben* had Been jedous of Vandyck, woulj 
he, a^ all their biographers ag^e he did, per- 
■ftiade him to vifit Italy, whence himfelf had- ■ 
drawn hts greateft lights ? Addifbn did not 
advife Pope to tranflate Horaer, but aflifted- 
TickcU in a rival tranfladon. Vandyck 
after making prefents to Rubens of two or 
three hiftories, and die fanrous portrait of 
ihe latter'-s wile, let out for Italy, and made 
ills firft jiefidence at Genoa. From thence 
Jie went to Venice, which one may oall the 
metropolis of the Flcmiih painters, who 
feem fo naturally addicted ta colouring,, 
rfiat even in Italy they fee only wirfi Flemiftt 
eyes. Vandyck imbibed fo deeply the tints;: 
of Titian, dut he b allowed to a[^roach 
nearer to the carnations of that mal^ even- 
than Rubens i Sir Antony had more deli-

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cacy than the lattcf, but like him never 
reached the grace apd dignity of the an- 
tique. He feldom even arrived at beauty. , 
His Madonnas are homely ; his ladies fo 
little flattered, that one is ibrprized he had 
lb much cuftom. He has left us to wonder 
riiat the famous Countefs of Carlifle could 
be thought fo charming j and had not Wal- 
ler been a better painter, Sachariila would 
make little impreflion now. One excel- 
lence he had, which no portrait-painter 
ever attained except Sir Godfrey Kneller^ 
the hands are often the fineft part of his, 
piftures. 

He went to Rome and lived fpendidly, 
avoiding the low converfation of hi? coun- 
trymen, and diftinguiftied by the appella- 
tion of the Pittore Cavaliere/co. It was at 
Rome he drew that capital portrait of Cardi- 
nal Bentivc^lio, who having been Nuncio in 
Flanders, had a partiality for their artifts, and 
as he celebrated their hiftory with his pen, 
was in return almofl: immortalized by one of 
their bell: pencils. • ^ 

Vandyck, while at Rome, received an in- 
vitation to Palermo, and went thither. There 
Jie paipted Prince Philibert of Savoy, the 
Vice. 
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Vice-Roy, and a paintrefs of fomc name, • 
Sophonilba Anguifciola, then at the age of 
ninety-one. But the plague foon drove him 
from Sicily ; he returned to Genoa, where he 
had gained the higheft reputation, and where 
he has left many confiderable works. 

He went back to Antwerp, and prafticed 
both hiftory and portrait. Of the former 
kind were many applauded Altar-pieces j ia 
the latter, were particularly the heads of his 
cotemporary artifts. He drew them in Chlaio 
fcuro on fmall pannels, thirty-five of whidi 
are in the collefHon of the Countefs of Car- 
digan at Whitehall. Admirable is the va- 
riety of attitudes and airs of heads ; but ib 
thofc pieces he meaned to furpafs as well as 
record. The whole colleftion has been- 
thrice publilhed ; the firit edition by Vanden 
Enden contains fourfcore plates ; the fecond 
by Giles Hendrix, one hundred ; the laft by 
Verduffen, who effaced the names and let- 
ters of the original engravers. . Some of the 
plates were etched by Vandyck himfelf. I

This ga- 
lant compliment is a little explained in the 
new life of Lord Clarendon, who mentions

There 
IS another of thefe pictures at Blenheim, but 
infinitely inferior. 

In the cathedral of Glocefter are two cum- 
bent BgureS'Of an alderman and his wife, 
evidently wrought from a defign of Van- 
dyck. It is great pity the fculptor is not 
known, fo fuccefsflilly has he executed the 
manner of the painter. The figures, even 
in that taftelefs Utitude, are eofy and grace- 
AiU> and thie draperies hare a peculiar free* 
dwn. • 

Vandyck had 40/. for a half, and 60/.

noon. Sir Peter Lely told Mrs, Bealr,.that 
Laniere aflured him be had fat feven en- 
tire days to him morning and evening, and 
that, notwithftanding, Vandyck would not 
once let him look at the pidiire 'till he was 
content with it himfelf.

He was much addid^ed to his pleafures 
and expcnce ; I have mentioned how weil 
he lived. He was fond of mufick and ge-. 
nerous to mulicians. His luxurious and 
fedentary life brought on the gour, and hurt 
his fortune. He fought to repair it, not 
like his matter by the laboratory of hts 
punting room, but by that real folly, the

Portland has a magnificent * cabinet of 
ebony, bought by her father the Elarl of 
Oxford from the Arundelian colleiftion at 
Tart-hall. On each of the drawers is a fmall 
hiftory by Polenburg, and pieces of archi- 
tefture in the manner of Steenwyck by this 
Van Baffen, who muft not be confounded 
with the Italian Baffans, nor with the Baf- 
fanos, who were muficians to Charles, and of 
which name there was alfb a herald-painter.

the fwect painter erf" little landfcapes and 
figures, was born at Utrecht in 1586, aiu^ 
educated under' Bloemart, whom he foon 
quited to travel to Italy, as he abandoned, 
fey our books, the manner of Ellheinier to 
ftudy Raphael— but it is impoflible to fay- 
where they find R^hael in Folenburg. The 
iMter formed a ftyleentirely new, and though 
preferable to die Flemilh, unlike any Ita- 
lian, except in having adorned his land- 
fcapes with ruins. There- is a varniflied 
finoothnefs and finilhing in his pictures thac 
makes them always plealing, though £mple 
and too nearly refembling one another.. The 
Roman Cardinals were charmed with the 
neatnefs of his works ; fo was the great 
Duke, but could not retain him. He re- 
turned to Utrecht and pleafed Rubens who 
had feveral of his perfomiances. King 
Charles invited him to London, where he 
lived in Archer-ftreet next door to Geldorp, 
and generally painted the figures in Steen- 
wyck's perfpeftives. There is a very curious 
pifture at Earl Poutet's at Hinton St. Geoi^e,

The works of Polenbmg are very fcarce ; \ 
his fcholar, John de Lis of Breda, ithitated 
his mannei' fb exactly, that his pieces arc 
bften taken for the hand of his mafter. Tht 
beft pi(5ture in England of the tatter is at the 
Vifcount Midlet^n's. 1 have his bwn and 
his wife's portrait by him in frnalt ovals on 
copper ; they were my father's. The wife is 
AifF and Dutch ; his own is inimitable : 
Though worked up to the tender fmooth- 
nefs of enamel, it has the greateft freedom of

Charles could not prevail on Polcnburg 
to fix here : He returned to Utre(;hE and 
died there in 1660, at the age of feventy- 
four.

Jamefone was fon of Aiidtcw jMnefone, 
an architeft, and was born at Aberdeen in 
1586.

Af- 
ter his return, he applied with indefatigable 
indu^ry to portrait in oil, tho' he fometimes 
praifUced in miniature, and in hiftory and 
iandfcape too. His lai^ft portraits * were 
genera]iy fomewhat lefs than life. His ex- 
cellence- is faid to confift in delicacy and 
foftnefs, with a clear and beautiful! colour- 
ing, his. fliades not charged, but helped by 
varnifh, with little appearance of the pen- 
cil.

WILLIAM DOBSON, 

whom liing Charles called the EnglJih TJn- 
toret, was born, in 1610, in St. Andrew'i 
parifli in llolbournj his family had bceil 
gentlemen of good rank at St. Albaii's, biit 
having fallen into decay, he was put ap- 
prentice * to Sir Robert Pcake, whom I 
have mentioned, a painter and dealer in 
pi^res. Under him, though no excellent 
performer, but by the advantage of copy- 
ing fome piftures of Tidan and Vandyck, 
pobfon profited {o much, that a pifture he 
had drawn being expofed in the window of 
ft Ihop on Snow-hiU, Vandyck pafling by 
was fcuck with it, and inquiring for the 
author, found him at work in a poor garret, 
from whence he took him and recommend- 
ed him to the King.

After diftinguifli- 
ing himfelf at Florence, Rome and Genoa, 
he went to Savoy, and from thence paffing 
into France, was invited over hy King 
Charles, who gave him lodgings and a con- 
fiderabie falary, and employed him in his 
palaces, particularly at Greenwich, in painti-, 
ing cielings. Nine pieces, which were in 
that palace, were fold after the King's death 
fpr 600/. and are now the ornaments of the 
hall 
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ball at Marlborough-houfe. He worked 
too for Villiers * Duke of Buckingham at 
York-houfe. A. deling from thence was 
fince at the houfe of Sheffield Duke of Buck- 
ingham in St. James's park. It reprcfented 
the nine mufes in a large circle. He painted 
too the family of Villiers, and a large pic- 
ture for him eight feet wide by five high, 
of a Magdalen lying in a grotto contem- 
plating a Ikull.

At bottom of each of thefe bills are the 
Sketches of heads I mentioned. De Critz 
and others were buyers of the King's goods 
to the value of 4999/. Rich. Symonds f^ys 
■that at De Critz's houfc in Auftin-fryars 
■were three rooms full of the King's pictures. 
Emanuel De CritZj brother or fon, was one 
of the petitioners to the council of ftate for 
delivery of the goods they had purchafed, 
■which had been detained by Cromwell. 
Thomas De Critz, brother of John, was a 
painter too, and fiiperior, faid Murray, to 
-his brother. One of the name was rriate- 
bearer to the houfe of parliament. A head 
of one Oliver De Critz, widi a paper in his 
hand, is in the m«feum at Oxford. John 
De Critz had a fchcilar called Le Menfe,

ADRIAN H A N N E M A N 

was born at the Hague, and pan;ed both 
hiftory and portraits, having ftudied under 
^ne Ravefteyn, but moxft from the works of 
Vandyck, of whofe airs of heads Vertuc 
fhought him the beft imitatoi-. ''He mide 
O 3 love. 
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|oye, ^ is faid before, to the niece of Cor-r 
nclius Janfen though without fuccefs, and 
^ev? that painter> his wfe an4 foH. He 
caoK to England in the reigti of King 
Charles, and for fome tinie worked under 
IV^ytens, and continued here fixteen years, 
liteturning to Holland, he became the fa- 
vorite painter of Mary Princefs oF Orange. 
There is a pifture of her and the Prince iii 
armour at Lord Strafford's at Wentworth- 
cafUe, painted, I believe, by Hanneman. 
At '\Vindfor, ^ a portrait of Pute Hamil- 
ton : at "VVorkfop, the Duke of Norfolk's, a 
juanjre of Hetties and utenfils. Sir Peter 
jUely had a man playing on a lute two feet 
ten fquare. In the library belonging to the 
Cathedral of Lincoln, the portrait of one 
Jloneywood, whole mother lived to fee 365 
of her own defcendents. There is a print of 
Charles II. painted before his reftoration by 
Hanneman, engraved by Hen. Danckers at 
t]i« ]^^ue } and at General CompCon's Ver- 
tue faw one done by Hanneman at the fame

dedivEted, but Hanneman told him that all 
the gold he had borrowed was put into the 
picture, and was what the mifers were 
counting.

But by the account which he has 
given of Horatio Paulin, he feemed to pre- 
fent himfelf with a very eafy folution of this 
paradox. PauHn fet on fool a kind of pro- 
mifcuous- crufado to the Holy-land j they 
were ftored with crofles, relicks, &c. and on 
the road made many profelytes of both fexes. 
A baker's wife in particular was fo devout, 
that Ihe thought it a meritorious adion to 
■ plunder her hufband of his plate, that flie 
might equip herfelf for the pilgrimage. 
Whpii the caravan was fxirnifhed by theft, 
one may eafily conceive why it's apoftle 
painted indecent altar-pieces. 

Povey lived in this reign and painted a 
head which was in the poflelfion of Mr. Le- 
neve, Norroy.

For in- 
ftance, he fays, " She has as much fenfe and 
gratitude for the a^Hons. of friendfhip as fo 
extretific a beauty will give her leave to en- 
tertain J and that although file began to ba 
civil to people at firft, (he would rather 
fhow what ftie could do, than let her na- 
fure continue in it, and that flie never confi- 
dered merit in others bat in proportion as 
they had any to her.

In his life prefixed 
to his works we are told, " That for his di- 
yerfion he prafticed mufic and painting. 1 
have feen, adds the writer, fome piftures 
faid to be of his drawing which remained

FRANCIS C L E Y N 

was a painter in a different ftyle from any 
we had ieen here ; for which reafon, though 
he arrived earlier than many 1 have men- 
tioned, I referved him 'till I had difpatched 
the performers in oil. He was born at 
Roftock and retained in the.fervice of Chrif- 
tian IV.. King of Denmark, but the excel- 
lence of his genius prompted (litn to the 
fearch of better models than he found id 
that northern climate. He travelled to 
Italy and ftayed there fotir years; it was 
at Rome, I fuppofe, he learned thqfe bcau- 
tifull grotefques, in which he afterwards 
Acne. At Venice he becanie known to 
Sir Henry Wotton, and Sir Robert Anftru- 
. ther recommended him to Prince Charles, 
He arrived while the Prince was in Spain, 
but notwithftanding was gracioufiy received 
by King James, who mentions that circum- 
ftance in a Latin lettef that he wrote to the 
Vol. II.

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, King of Denmark, defiring leave to detain 
Cleyn in England, though with a pcrmiflion 
to return firft to Copei^agen and ilnifli a. 
work he had begun diere, and proniifing to 
pay the expence erf" his journey. The letter 
iiprcferved by Fuller", The requeft was 
granted,' and Cleyn returned Co London at 
the end of the fummer. The King had juflr 
then given two thouland pounds towards 
Sir Francis Crane's new manufafture of 
tapeftry at Mortlack, They had worked 
only after old patterns ; Clcya was placed 
there, and gave defigns both in hiftory and 
grotefque, which carried thofe works to 
lingular perfeftion. It appeaps b^ King 
Charles's catalogue diat five of the cartoons 
were lent thither to be copied by him in 
tapeftry. His penfibn is recorded by Ry- 
mer. f " Know yee that we do give and 
graunt unto Francis Cleyue a certain an- 
na^tie of one hundred pounds by the year 
dun'ng his natural Kfe." He enjoyed this, 
falary 'till the civil war ; and was in fuch 
"favour with the King and in fuch reputa- 
tion, that on a fmall drawing of him in. 
'Indian ink about fix inches fquare, which

foltjly in the worfcs at Monlack j he had 
a haufe near the church in Covent-gardcn, 
and did feveral other things for the King 
and Nobility, ^t Somerfet-houfc he paint-r 
ed a cicling of a room near the galUfy with 
hiftories and comparanents in gold. The 
outfide of Wimblcdon-houfe he painted 19 
frefcq. Bolfover in Nqttinghamfliire, Seonci- 
|mrk in Northamptonlhire, and Carew-houfp 
at Parfon's-green (fince Lord Peterbo- 
rough's) were ornamented by hiiii. There 
is ftill extant a beautifull chamber adorned 
by him at Holland-houfe, with a cieling. \a 
grotefque, and fmall compartments on the 
chimnies, in the ftyle and not unworthy, 
of Parmegiano. Two chairs, carved and 
gilt, with large fhells for backs, belongjr^ 
to the iame room, were undoubtedly from 
his defigns s and are evidences of his taftc. 
A letter * from Lord Cottington to Lord 
Strafford, defcribing the former's houfe ?t 
Hanworth, mentions Cleyn, though not by

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name. " Thwe is a ceit^n large low room 
made undo- the building with a fountain in 
it, and other rare devifes, and the open gal- 
lery is all painted by the hand of a fecond 
- Titian. Aug. 1629."' In King Charles's ca- 
talogue is mention of four patterns for the 
great fcal, drawings * on bloc paper by 
Cleyrt. He made deffgiis for various artifts ; 
particularly for fcveral of Hollar's plates to 
Virgil and Aefop : for thefe he received 
fifty fhillings a piece. There are two fmall 
books iSf fofiages from his drawings j one 
containing fix fmall flfps 'A'ith animals in 
grotefque j the other, in five flips, of the 
fenfes ; and the initial letters of his name 
F. C. mv. 1646. And t#o books for car- 
vers, goMfinlths, &c. containing 25 plates. 
It is however uncertain whether thefe and a 
few other plates of the fame kind are not 
by his fon, who had the fame chriftian 
name> and imitated hb father's manner. 
Such is a title-page to' Laci^mae Mufarum, 
elegies on the Lord Haftings, who died in 
1650, the day before ht was to have been 
married. Alfo, fevcn plates of the liberal

By 
the regifter of Mortlack it appears that he 
had three fims ; Francis born in 1625, lyhp 
died aod was bwied at Covent-garden Oo 
tober ajj 1650. Cljarles and Jolin; and 
two daughters, Sarah and Magdalen. Hfi 
had another daughter, probaii^y bom i^ 
London, and called Penelope. Vertue faw 
a miniature, like Cooper's manner, but not 
fo well, of Dorothea, youngeft daughter of 
Rii^ard Cromwell, aet.

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Jer, and having frequent occafion to make ufc 
of enamel, he attained fuch a tcMie of colour, 
that Bordiefj who afterwards became his 
brother-in-law, conceived, that if Petitot 
vould apply himfelf to portrait, he might 
carry the art tq great perfe^ion. Though 
both wanted feveral colours, which they 
knew not how to prepare for the fire, their 
attempts bad great fuccefs. Petitot executed 
the heads and hands, Bordier, the hair, dra- 
peries and grounds. 

In this intercourfe of fecial labour, the 
two friends fet out for Italy, As painters, 
the treafures of the art were open to them ; 
$s enamcUers, they improved too by fre- 
quenting the beft chymifts of that country ; 
but it was in England that they were fo for- 
tunate as to learn the choiceft fecrets in the 
branch to which they had devoted them- 
felves. Sir Theodore Mayern, firft phyfician 
to Charles, and a great chymift, communi- 
cated to them the procefs of the principal co- 
lours i«^ich ought to be employed in enMnd, 
and which furpafled the famous vitrifications 
pfVcnice and Limoges. 

Mayern introduced Petitot to the King, 

Wbo inighted and gave him an apartment 

in Whitehall, The French author of the 

Abrege 
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Abreg£ de la Vie des plus fatneux Peia- 
trcs, whom I copy, and am forry to criticize 
while I am indebted to him, fays, that Van- 
dyck feeing fome defigns of Petitot at t^ 
King's goldfmiih's, and informing himfelf 
.of the author, advifed him to quit the pro- 
feflion of jeweller, and apply himfelf » 
painting portraits in enamel. But the bio- 
grapher had told us that that Itep was al- 
ready taken ; aad furely had not been aban- 
doned during a long ftay in Italy. What 
che fame wrii^ adds, that Vandyck gave him 
inftiuftJons, when J*eutot copied the works 
of that mafter, ai)d th^ his copies from Van- 
dyck are his bejEt performances, is much 
more agreeable to probability and fa<^. TI\e 
magnificent whole iength pf Rachel d^ 
Rouvigny Countcfs pf Southampton, iii 
the colleftion of the I?uke of Devonfhire, 
IS painted fron? fhe original in oil by Vaij-

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which, though tnpife laboured, has lefs merit 
in richnefs of tints, than, his EngUih works. 
Vandertiort mentions a carving by Petitot 
fixun Titian's Lucretja, in which way I find 
no other account of his attempts, though, as 
his father was a fculptor, he probably hajl 
given his fon fome inftruftions. 

The tragic death of his royal prot?£lor 
was a dreadful ftroke, fays his biografdicr, 
to Pecicot, who attended the exiled family to 
Paris. I queftipn, as fo few Englifh portrwts 
appear by his hat>d, and none that I know 
later thap 1642, whether the Civil War did 
not early drive hitn back to, France; but 
Bordier undoubtedly remained here fome 
time longer, having been employed by the 
parliament to paint a n^emorial of the battle 
ofNafeby, which they pr^fented to Fairfax 
tlieir viftorioua general. This fingular curio- 
fity is now in my poffeflion, purchafed from 
the Mufeum of Thorefby, who * bought it, 
with other r*fities, from the executors of

nally ferved, I fuppofe, for the top and boc- 
ti$m o£z ^vaech, fuch enamelled plates b^ng 
frequent to old watches, inftead of cryftats. 
On the out&de of that which I take for the 
bottom, is a reprefentaiion of the Houfe of 
Commons, as exlubited on their feak by^ 
Simon. Nothing can be more perfeft than 
thefe diminutive figures j of many even the 
countenances are diftinguifhatde. On the 
other piece, within, is d«iincated the battle 
of Nafeby ; on the outfide is Fairfax him- 
felf on his cheftnut horre, men-en^i^ng at 
a diftance. The figure and hor& are copied 
from Vandyek, but with a freedom, and rich- 
ness of colouring, peiiiaps furpailhig that 
great ttaSies. Under the h^e, one reads

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ler, are extremely common, and of the tmf 
Queens, his mother and wife. 

In 1651 he mattied Margaret Guper; die 
celebrated DrelincouH performed die cere- 
mony at Charcnwn ; for Petitot was a zeiu. 
lous proteftanc, and dreading the confe- 
quences of the revocation of the tdi& of 
Nantes in 1685, he be^ed permiffion of the 
King to retire to Geneva. Louis, who did 
not care to part with fo favourite a painter^ 
and who perhaps thought chat an enamelkr's 
religion was not compofed of ftcrner ftuffj 
than die great Turenne's, eluded his de- 
mand i and at laft being prefled witli repeat- 
ed memorials, fcnt Petitot to Fort-l'evequey 
and Boffuet to convert him. The fubde 
apoftle, who had woven fuch a texture of 
devotion and ambition, that the latter wai 
fcarce diftinguilhablc from the former, had 
the mortification of not fuccecding, and Pe* 
titot's chagrin bringing on a fever, he at laft- 
obtained his liberty, now.alm^ arrived at 
the age of fourfcore, wluch makes it pro- 
bable that his converfion rather than, his 
pencil had been the foundation of det-ain- 
ing him. He no fooner was free, dian he 
elcaped with his wife to Geneva in 168$. 
His childreR, who dreaded the King's wrath, 
remained 
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remained at Paris, and throwing themfelves 
at his feet, implored his proteftion. His 
Majefty, fays my author, received them with 
great goodnefs, and told them, he willingly 
forgave an old man, who had a whim of be- 
ing l)uried with his fathers.— I do not doubt 
but this is given, and paiTed at the time, for 
a bon-mot — but a very flat witticifm cannot 
depreciate the glory of a confefibr, who has 
fuiFered imprifonment, refifted eloquence, 
and facriftced the emoluments of court-favor 
to the uprightnefs of his confcience. Petitot 
did not wifh to be buried with his fathers, 
but to die in their religion. 

Returned to his country, the good old man 
^fcntinued his darling profeflion. The King 
Tnd Queen of Poland defired to be painted 
by his hand, and fent their portraits to be 
copied by him in enamel, but the meffenger 
finding him departed, proceeded to Geneva, 
■where he executed them wifh all the vigour 
of his early pencil. The Qiieen was repre- 
fented fitting on a trophy, and "holding the 
pifture of the King. For this' piece he re- 
ceived an hundred Louis d'ors. 

So great was the concourfe to vifit him, 
that he was obliged to quit Geneva and re- 
tire to Vcray, a little town in the canton of

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Berne, where as he %tfas painting his wife, an 
illnefs feized and c^tried him oiF in a day, 
in 1691, at the age of foOrfcore and four. 
He had had fcventeen children j onfc of his 
daughters, a widow, 'was living in 1752. My 
portrait of -Charles I. came from one of hii 
Ions, who was a major in our fefvke, and 
who died M^or-General it North Allerton 
in Yorklhire, aged 60, July 19, 1764. Of 
the reft, one only attached himfclf to his fa- 
ther's art an3 practiced in London, his father 
often fending him his works for models.

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Petitot generally ufed plates of gold or fUver, 
feldom copper- In the dawn of his reputa- 
tion he received twenty guineas for a pifture, 
which price he afterwards raifed to fta-ty. 
His cuftom was to have a painter to draw 
the likenefs in oil, from which he made his 
Iketches, and then finilhed them fron:i the life. 
Thofe of Louis he copied frMn the beft pic- 
tures of him, but generally obtained one or 
two fittings for the completion. His bio- 
grapher fays, that he often added * hands to 
his portraits ; I have fcen but one fuch, the 
whole length of Lady Southampton} and that 
at Loretto there is of his work an incompa- 
rable picture of the Virgin. M. d' Heneri a 
coUcdlor at Paris pofleffes more than thirty of 
this great matter's performances, particularly 
the portrdts of Mefdames de la Valiere;, 
Montefpan, Fontanges, &c. Another has 
thofe of the famous Countefs t d'Oionne^

Of Bordier, we have no fuller account than 
this incidental n:iention of him j yet I have 
fhown that his is no trifling claim to a prin- 
cipal place among thofe artifts whofe works 
wc have moft reafon to boaft. I wilh this 
clue may lead to farther difcoveries concern- 
ing him ! 

I come now to other artifts in the reign of 
Charles ; and firft of ftatuaries. 

AND RE W KE ARNE 

a German, was brother-in-law of Nicholas 
Stone the elder, for whom he worked. Keame 
too carved many ftatues for Sir Juftinian 
Ifliam, at his houfe near Northampton. At 
Somcrfet-ftairs he carved the River-god 
which anfwered to the Nile, made by Stone, 
and a lionefs on the water-gate of York- 
ftairs. For the Countefs of Mulgrave a Ve- 
nus and Apollo of Portland-ftone, fix feet 
high, for each of which he had feven pounds. 
He died in England, and left a fon that was 
alive fince 1700.

JOHN SCHURMAN 

born at Embden, was another of Stone's 
workmen, and afterwards (tt up for himfelf. 
He was employed by Sir John Baflcerville}

T. Lucy, for his tomb in Warwickihire, for 
which he was paid eighteen pounds, and fifty 
ihillings for polifhing and glazing ; the fame 
for a ftatue on * Lord Bclhaven's tomb ; a 
little boy on the fame monument j two 
fphinxes for Sir John Davers ; and Hercules 
and Antaeus for that gentleman's garden, at 
the rate of fixteen pounds. 

EDWARD PIERCE 

father and fon, are mentioned here together, 
though the father was a painter chiefly in 
the reign of the firft Charles, the fon a fta~ 
tuary who worked moftly under the (econd 
Charles, but each may be allotted to either 
period.

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part of his "works confifting of altar-pieces 
and cielings of churches were deftroyed in 
the fire of London. One of his cielings 
was in the church of Covent-garden. For 
feme time he worked under Vandyck, and 
ftveral of his performances are at the Duke 
of Rutland's at Belvoir. A book of freeze- 
work in eight leaves, etched in 1640, was I 
fuppofe by the hand of the father ; as to him 
muft be referred an entry in an office-book, 
where he is mentioned for painting and gild- 
ing frames of pidures at Somerfet-houfe at 
two fhillings the foot, Feb. 17, 1636. He 
alfo agrees to paint and gild the chimney- 
piece in the crols-gallery there for eight 
pounds. Doblbn drew his pifture. He died 
a few years after the reftoration and was bu- 
ried at Stamford. He had three fens, who 
all, fays Graham, * became famous in their 
different ways.

HUBERT LE SOEUR, 

one of the few we have had that may be 
called a claffic ariift, was a Frenchman, 
and difciple of John of Boulogne. He ar- 
rived at leaft as early as 1630, and by the 
0^4 only 
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only • two of his works that remain, we may 
judge of the value of thofe that are loft or 
defooycd. Of the latter were a f buft of 
Charles I. in brafs, with a helmet furmount- 
ed by a dragon & la Romaine, three feet high, 
on a black pedeftal ; The fountain at So- 
merfet-houfe with feveral ftatues; and fix J 
brazen ftatues at St. James's. Of thofe ex- 
tant are, the ftatue in brafs of William Earl 
of Pembroke in the pifture-gallery at Ox- 
ford, given by the grand-father of the pre- 
fent Earl j and the noble equeftrian figure 
of King Charles at Charing-crofs, in which 
the commanding grace of the figure and 
cxquifite form of the horfe are ftriking to 
the moft unpra6ticed eye. This piece was 
caft in 1633 in a fpot of ground near the 
church of Covent-garden, and not being 
crefted before the commencement of the 
civil war, it was fold by the parliament to 
John Rivet a brazier living at the dial

break it in pieces. But the man produced 
fome fragments of old brafs, and concealed 
the ftaruc and horfe under ground 'till the re-r 
ftoration. They had been made at the ex- 
pence of the family of Howard- Arundel, who 
have ftill receipts to fhow by whom and for 
whom they were caft. They were fet up in 
their prefent Iltuacion at the expence of the 
crown, about 1678, by an order from the 
Earl of Danby, afterwards Duke of Leeds. 
The pedeftal was made by, Mr. Grinlin Gib- 
bons. Le Soeur had a fon Ifaac who was 
buried Nov. 29, 1630, at Great St. Bartho- 
lomew's. The father lived in the clqfe. 

ENOCH WYAT 

carved two figures on the water fUirs of 
Somerfet-houfe, and a ftatue of Jupiter. And 
he altered and covered the King's ftatues, 
which during the troubles were thruft into 
"Whitehall -garden, and which, itieems, were 
too heatheniftily naked to be expofedto the in- 
flammeable eyes of that devout generation. 

Z ACH ARY TAYLO R 

lived near Smithfield, was a furveyor and 

carver to the King, as he is called in a 

book 
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bcfJc belonging to die board of works in 
1631, In 1637 he is mentioned fgr carv- 
ing the frames of tike pidhires in the crofs- 
gsHcry at Somcrfct-houfe at two ftiiUingg 
and iwD-pence per foot. He carved fonw 
thills too at * Wilton. Mr. Davis of the 
Tennis-court at WhitehaU had a good por- 
trait of Taylor with; a con^afs and fquare in 
his hands. .:

MARTI K JOHNSON 

was a celebrated 'jeograver cf feal*, and 
iivcd at the fame time with Thwnas and 
Abraham Simoni.i.Un(: medallifts. He va^ 
a rival of the forjuar, who ufed pimfheona 
for his graving, which Johnfon _acver did, 
calling Simon a puncher, not a graver.

CHRISTIAN VAN VIANEN.J 

As there was no art which Charles did not 
countenance, the chafers and emboffcrs of 
plate were among the number of the pro- 
teftcd at court. The chief was Vianen, 
whofe works are greatly commended by 
Aftiniole. II Several pieces of plate of his

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defign were at Windfor, -particularly two 
large gilt water-pots, which coft 235 /. two 
candlefticks weighing 471 ounces; on the 
foot of one of them was chafed Chrift preach- 
ing on the nnount ; on the other, the pa- 
rable of the loft iheep j and two covers for 
a bibk and coinmon-prayer book, weigh- 
ing 233 ounces ; the whole amounting to 
35Sio ounces, and cofting 1564/. were in 
the year 1639, when the laft parcels were 
delivered, prefented as offerings by his ma- 
jefiy to the chapel of St. George. But in 
1642 captain Foy broke open the a-eafury, 
and carried away all thefe valuable curio- 
fities, as may be feen more at large in Dug- 
dale. An agreement was made with the 
Earl-marfhal, Sir Francis Windebank, and 
Sir Francis Crane, for plate to be wrought 
for the King at twelve Ihillings per ounce, 
and before the month of June 1637, he had 
finiftied nine pieces. Some of thefe I fup- 
pole were the above-mentioned : others were 
^It, for Vianfin complained that by the ex- 
pence of the work, and the treble-gilding, 
he was a great lofer, and defired to be 
confidered. The dcfigns themfelves were 
thought fo admirable, as to be preferved in 
the royal colleftion.

letters of the workman's namej C. V. Lond. 
The Duke of Northumberland, befides other 
pieces of plate by him, has a falver by Van 
Vianen with huntings on the border, well 
defigned, but coarfely executed. That fal- 
ver was bequeathed to Charles Duke of 
Somerfet by the widow of Earl Algernon 
High Admiral, whofe feal, admirably cut by 
Simon, the Duke has alfo. The Earl of 
Exeter has a bafon and ewer (bought at the 
fale of the fame Duke of Somerfet) with the 
name of C. Van Vianen 1632 at bottom of 
the ewer. There were others of the name, 
I do not know how related to him. The f 
King had the portrMt of a Venetian captain 
by Paul Vianen ; and the offering J of ihe 
wife men by Oftavian Vianen. There is a

Chriftian Viauen 
had a very good difciple, 

FRANCIS FANELLI, 

a Florentine, who chiefly praftilcd calling 
in metal, and though inferior to Le Soeur, 
was an artifi: that did credit to the Kill's 
tafte. Vanderdort nientions in the royal 
coUeiftion a little figure of a Cupid fitting on 
a horle running, by Fanelli, and calls him 
the one-eyed Italian. The figures of Charles I. 
and his Queen in niches in the quadrangle 
of St. John's college Oxfojd were caft by 
him, and are well dejQgned. They were the 
gift of ArchbiJhop Laud, and were buried 
for fecurity in the civilwar. William Duke 
of NewcaflJe was a patron of Fanelli, and 
bought marjy of his works, ftill at Welbcck i 
particularly a head in brafs of Prince Charles 
1640 ; with the founder's name behind the 
pedeftal, Fr. Fanellius, Florentinus, fculptor 
magn. Brit, regis. And feveral figures in 
fmall brafs ; as, St. George with the dragon 
dead -, another combating the dragon ; two 
horfes grazing ; four others in (Kficrent atti- 
tudes } a Cupid and a Turk, each on horfc- 
back, and a centaur with a woman. By the 
9 {ixnt 
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fame hand', or Le Soeur's, are, I conclude, 
the three following curious bufts, in bronze ; 
a head of Edward Lord Herbert of Chir- 
bury, the Author, in the pofleflion of The 
E^rl of Powisj and two different' of the 
Lady Vcnetia Digby, wife of Sir Kenelm. 
Behind the beft of them, on which the 
point-lace of her -handkerchief is well cx- 
preffed, is written this tender' line, " Ux- 
orem vivam amare voluptas, defunftam re- 
ligio." One of thefe was probably laved 
from her monument. Sec before p. i6o. 
FaneHi publifbed two books of defigns of 
architefture, fountains, vafes, &c. One con- 
fifts of fourteen plates in folio, no date. 
The other in twenty-one leayes was pub- 
lilhed by Van Merle at Paris i66i, engrav- 
ed, as Vertuc thought, by Faithorne, who 
was about that time in France. Fanclli had 
a fcholar, called John Bank, who was living 
in 1713. 

THEODORE ROGIERS 

is mentioned by Vanderdort, * as die chaler 
■of five fquare plates of fitver with poetic 
ftories in the King's collection ; and he

I fliall now fet down what little I have 
to fay of the medallifts of King Cliarles. 
Briot has been mentioned under tlie preced- 
ing reign : He and T. Simon, his difciple, 
pofleffed the royal favour till the beginning 
of the troubles, when Simon falling off to 
the parliament, * a new medallift was em- 
ployed on the few worlts executed for the 
King during the remainder of his life j his

The laft artift that I have to produce of 

this period, but the greateft in hts piofeflion

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that has appeared in thefe kingdoms, and fo 
great, that in that reign of arts we jfcarce 
know the name of another architeft, was 

INIGO JONES, 

who, if a tabk of fame like that in the Tat- 
Icr, were to be formed for men of real and 
indifputable genius in every country,, would 
fave England from the dlfgrace of not having 
her reprefentative among the arts. She adopt- 
ed Holbein and Vandyck, (he borrowed Ru- 
bens, fhe produced Inigo Jones. Vitruvius. 
drew up his Grammar, Palladio fliowcd him 
the practice, Rome difplayed a theatre worthy 
of his emulation, and King Charles was 
ready to encourage, employ, and reward his 
talents. This is the hjftory of Inigo Jones 
as a genius. The particulars of his life have 
been often written, and therefore I ftiall run 
them over very briefly i adding fome lefs 
known minutiae [which, I fear, are the cha- 
rafteriftics of thefe volumes] and feme cata- 
logue of his works. 

He was born about 1572,. the fon of a 
cloth-worker, and by the moft probable ac- 
countSi bound apprentice to a joiner, but 
evert in that obfcure fituadon, the bright- 
ads

nefs of his capacity burfl: forth fo ftrongly, 
that he was taken notice of by one of the 
great Lwds at court j fome fay, it was the 
Earl of Arundel j the greater * nuniber that 
ic was William Earl of Pembroke ; though 
Qgainft that opinion there is, at leaft, a n^a- 
tive evidence, which I (hall mention prefently. 
By one of thefe Lords, Inigo was fent to Italy 
to ftudy landfcape-painting, to which his in- 
clination then pointed, and for which that he 
had a talent, appears by a fmall piece pre- 
ferved at Chifwick : the colouring is very in- 
different, but the trees freely and mafterly 
im^ined. He was no fooner at Rome, than 
he found htmlelf in his fphere. He felt that 
nature had not formed him to decorate cabi- 
nets, but defign palaces. He dropped the 
pencil, and conceived Whitehall. In the ftatc 
of Venice he faw the works of Palladio, and 
learned how beautifully tafte may be exerted 
on a lefs theatre th^i the capital of an em- - 
pire. How his abilities diftinguilhed them- 
fcives in a fpot where they certainly had no 
opportunity to aft, f we are not told, though

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it would not be the leaft curious part of his 
hiftory ; certain it is, that on the ftrength of 
his reputation at Venice, Chriftian IV, in* 
vited him co Denmark and appointed him 
his architefl j but on what buildings he was 
employed in that country we are yot to 
learn. James I. found him at Copenhagen, 
and Queen Anne took him in the quality of 
her architect to Scotland. He ferved Prince 
Henry in the fame capacity, and. the place of 
furveyor-general of the works was granted 
to hun in reverfion. On the death of that 
Prince, with whom at leaft all his lamented 
qualities did not die, Jones travelled once 
more to Italy, and aflifted by ripenefa of 
judgment perfected his tafte. To the inter- 
val between thofe voyages I Siould be in- 
clined to affign thofe buiWings of In'go> 
which are lefs pure, and border too much 
upon that baftard ftyle, which one calls 
King James's Gothic, Inigo's defigns of that 
period are not Gothic, but have a littlenefs 
of parts and a weight of ornaments, with 
which the revival of the Grecian tafte was 
encumbered, and which he Ihdbk off in his 
grander defigns. The furveyor's place fell 
and he returned tx> England, and as if a'chi- 
tedure was not all he had ieam^i at Rome, 
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with an air of Roman difintereftedncfs he gave 
vp the profits of his office, vAiieh he found 
extremely in debt, and prevailed on the 
comptroller and paymafter to imitate his ex- 
ample, 'till the whole arrears were cleared. 

In the reign of James I find a payment by 
a wartunt from the council to Inigo Jones, 
Thomas Baldwin, William Portington and 
George Weale, officers of his nujefty's works, 
for certain fcaffolds and other works by them 
made, by the command of the Lord Cham- 
berlain, i^nfi: the arraignment of the Earl 
of Somerfu and the Countefs his L«ady. The 
exp^nce was twenty pounds. 

In the Foedera * is a commilHon to the 
Earl of Arundel, Inigo Jones and leveral 
others, to prevent building on new fewinda- 
tions within two miles of London anti palace 
of Weftmjnfter. 

In 1620 he was emj^ed in a manner 
very unworthy of his genius. Kii^ James 
■ fet him upon difcovering, that i«, gueffing, 
who were the founders of Stone-henge. His

partiality to his favorite people, which ought 
rather to have prevented him from charging 
them with that mals of barbarous clumH.- 
nefs, made htm conclude it a Roman Temi- 
ple. It is remarkable that whoever has 
treated of that monument, has bcftowed it 
on whatever clafs of antiquity he was pecu- 
liarly fond of J and there is not a heap of 
' flones in thefe Northern countries, frcHn 
wdiich nothing can be proved, but has been 
.made to depofe in favour of fome of thefe 
fantaftic hypothefes. Where there was fo 
much room for vifions, the Phqenicians could 
not avoid coming in for their fhare of the 
foundation ; and for Mr. Toland's part, he 
difcovered a little ftone-henge in Ireland, 
built by the Druidefs Gealcopa, (who does 
not know' the Druidefs Gealcopa ?) wholivcd 
at Inilben in the county of Donnegal. * 

In the fame year Jones was appointed one 
of the commiflioners for the repair of %i. 
Paul's, but which was not cornfnenced 'till 
the year 1 633, when Laud, then Bilhop of 
London, laid the firft ftone and Inigo the 
fourth, In the reftoration of that (rathedral

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he made two capical fnults. He fii

committed the fame error at \ 
ihrufting a fcrcen jn the Roman 
taftc into the middle of that eathed 
indeed, w^s by no means fuccefsful 
attempted Gothic. The chapel of Lincoln's- 
jnn has none of the charafteriftics of that 
.^rchitefture. The doyfter beneath feems 
oppreffed by the weight of the building 
above. * 

The authors of the life of Jones place the 
ere£tion of the banquetting-houfe in the 
reign of King Charles j but, as I have.ihown 
from the accounts of Nicjiolas Stone, it was 
begun ii> 1619, and finilhed in two yeacs — 'a

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■fmall part of the pile, defigned for the palace 
of our Kings J but fo compfcat in itfelf^ 
that it ftands a model of the moft pure and 
beautifuU tafte. Several plates of the in- 
tended palace of Whitehall have been given, 
but, I bclievcj from no finiftied defign. The 
four great flieets are evidently made up from 
general hints, nor could fuch a fource of in- 
vention and tafte, as the mind of Inigo, ever 
produce fo much fanwnefs. The ftrangc 
kind of cherubims on the towers at the end 
are prepofterous wnanients, and whether of 
In'igo or not, bear no relation to the reft. 
The great towers in the frtwit are too near, 
aatf evidently borrowed from what he had 
leen in Gothic, not in Roman buitdii^. 
The circular court is a pi^urefque thought, 
bqt without meaning or utility. The whole 
fabric however wa« fo glorious an idea, that 
one- forgets for a moment, in the regret fep 
it's not being executed, the confirmation of 
our liberties obtained by a melancholy fcene 
that pafled before the window* of that very 
banquctting-houfr. 

In 1623 he was employed at Somerfet- 

houfe, where a chapel was to be- fitted up 

for the Infanta, the intended bride of the 

Prince, 
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Prince. * The chapel is Hill in being. The 
front to the riyer, part only of what was dc- 
(figned, and the water-gate, were erefted afi- , 
tcrwards on Ac defigns of Inigo ; as was the 
gate at Yotk-flairs. 

Upon thfc acceflion of Charles he was con- 
tinued in his p(Hls under both King and 
Queen, His fee as llirveyor was cjght.lhii- 
lings and four-pence per day, with an allow- 
ance of forty-fix pounds a year for houler 
rent, befides a clerk> and incidental ex- 
pcnces. What greater rewards he had arc 
not upon record. Confidering the havpp 
made in oifices and repofitorics during the 
war, one is gUd of being able to recover 
the Im^lefl notices. 

, During the profperous ftate of the King^ 
^aire, the plcafures of the court werp car- 
ried on with much tafte, and magnificence. 
J*oetry, painting, mufici and architedure, 
were all called in to nwkc them rational 
]UTiufcments-i and I have no doubt but the 
.celebrated feftivals of L(Ouis XIV. werp

In it's time the moft polite court in 
Europe. Ben Johnfon was the laureat ; Inigo 
Jones, the inventor of the decorations ; La- 
nierc and Ferabofco compoled the limpho- 
nies } the King, the Queen, Mid the young 
nobility danced in the interludes. We have 
■accounts of many of thefe entertMnments, 
called mafques : They had been introduced 
by Anne of Denmark. I Ihall mention thofe 
in which Jones was concerned.

Inigo's part in this performance. 

Lord Burlington had a foHo of the de- 
figns for thefe folemnities, by Inigo's own 
hand, confifting c^ habits, mafks, fcenes, &c- 

The harmony of thefe triumphs was a little 
interrupted by a war that broke out be- 
tween the compofers, Inigo and Ben j in 
which whoever was the aggreflbr, the turbu- , 
lent temper of Johnfon took care to be moQ: 
in the wrong. Nothing exceeds the grofs- 
nefs of the language that he poured out, ex- 
cept the badnefs of the verfes that were the 
vehicle. There be fully exerted all th^ 
brutal abufe which his cotemporaries were 
willing to think wit, becaufe they were 
afraid of iti and which only ferves to fliew 
die arrogance of the man, who prefumed to 
fatirize Jones and rival Shakefpeare. With 
the latter indeed he had not the fmallcflr 
pretenfions to be compared, except in having 
fometimcs written abfolute nonfenfe. John- 
fon tranflated the ancients, Shakefpeare tranf- 
fu&d their very foul into his writings. 

Another pcrfon who feems to have borne 
much refentment to Jones was Philip Earl 
of Pembroke j * in the Harleian library was

I have fuch another com-- 
men-place book, if one may call it (b, of 
Earl Philip, the life of Sir Thomas Mor^* 
in the Stonehenge are memorandums, jokes, 
witticifins and abiile on (everal peribris, par- , 
ticularly on Cromwell and his daughters, 
and on Inigo, whom his l^rdfhip calls, Ini- 
quity Jones; and fays, he had i6oco/. i 
year for keeping the King's houfes in repair. 
This might be exa^erated, but a little fup- 
plies the want I have mentioned of any re- 
cord of the rewards beftowed on fo great tt 
man. It is obfervablc that the Earl who 
does not fpare refleftions on his architect, 
never objefts to him his having been main- 
tained in Italy by Earl Wrlliam j nor does 
Webb in his preface to the Stone-henge, 
though he fpeaks of Inigo's being in Italy^ 
hy a word of any patron that fent him thi-- 
iher. Earl Philip's relentment to jbnes was 
probably occafioncd by fome difagrcemcnt 
while the latter was employed at Wiltonr. 
There he built that noble front, and a grottff 
at the end of the water. 'Wilton is oae of 
the 
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tbt principal c^c& in a hi^ry of the arti, 
gnd belles lettres. Sir Philip Sidney wrote 
his Arcadia there for his lifter; Vandyck 
drew many of the race> Holbein and Inigo 
Jones imagined the buildings. Earl Thomas 
oomplcaced the coUe^ion of pidures and ^- 
fianbled that tiirong of ftatues, and the laft 
Earl Henry has Ihown by a bridge defigned 
by himfdf, that had Jones never lived, Wil- 
ton might yet have been a villa worthy of 
ancient Rome. 

The works of Inigo are not fcarce, 
^ough fbme that bear hiS name were pro- 
dudtions of Ms fcholars : Tome indeed nei- 
ther of the one nor the other. Albins in 
E£ex, I fliould attribute to die laft clafs, 
xhev^ always afcribed to Inigo. If he had 
any hand in it, it muft have been during his 
firft pFofefljon^ and before he had feen any 
good buildings. The houfe is handlpme, 
has lai^ rooms and rich cielings, but all 
cnrirely of the King James's Gothic. Pilhio- 
hury in Hertfordfhire is faid to have been 
built by him for Sir Walter Mildmay. At 
Wobiu-n is a grotto-chamber, and fome 
- other finall parts by him, as there is of his 
hand at Thorney-abbey, and a fummer- 
houfe at Lord Barrington's in Beti^Qxirt.

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The middle part of each end of the qua- 
tJrangle at St. John's Oxford is afcribed to 
him. The fupporters of the royal arriis are 
ftrangely crouded in over the niches j but I 
have feen inftanccs of his over-doing orna- 
ment. Charlton-houfc in Kent is another 
of his fuppofcd works i but fome critics 
have diought that only the great gate at 
the entrance and die colonadcs may be of 
his hand. The cabinet at Whitehall for 
die King's piftures was built by him, but 
we have no drawing of it. At St. James's 
he defigncd the Queen's chapcL Suigeon's^ 
hall is one of his beft work ; and of die 
moft admired, die arcade of Covent-garden 
and the church ; two ftruftures, of which I 
want tafte to fee the beauties ; In the arcade 
there is nothing remarkable i the pilafters 
arc as errant and homely ftripes as any plwf- 
terer would make. The barn-roof over the 
portico of the church ftrikes my eyes with 
as litde idea of dignity or beauty * as it 
could

Inigo tailed early of the misfortunes of his 
maftcr : He was not only a favorite • but a 
Roman catholic. In, 1646 he paid 545/. for 
his delinquency and fequeftration. Whether 
It was before or after this fine I know not, 
that he and Stone buried their joint ftock of 
ready money in Scotland-yard ^ but an order 
being publiihed to encourage the infonners 
of fuch concealments, and four pcrfons be- 
ing privy to the fpot where the money was 
hid, it was taken up and reburJed in Lam- 
beth-marfti. 

Grief, misfortunes, and age, terminated his 
life. He died at Somerfet-houfe July 21, 
1651, and on the 26th of the fame month 
was buried in the church of St. Bennet's 
Faul's-wharf, where a monument t credcd
